In the beginning of his speech Mr. 
Smith drew a comparison between his 
Own arguments and those advanced by 
his opponent.

Points to the Record. 


**I propose to show you tonight that 
Governor Miller failed. I propose to 
show you tonight that not only did he 
Block progress in government, but he 
sent us backward. I propose to show 
you from the record that a legal mind 
without an understanding of the wants 
and needs ofthe people is not the only 
requisite to make a good Governor. I 
feel gure that the record: when disclosed 
to you will convince you that Governor 
Miller has lifted the Government of the 


State so far above the heads of the 
lain people that they have, under him, 
pees enied the protection that it was 
ne intention they should have froth the 
tate. It can never be charged to mis- 
takes. Mistakes of the mind are easily 
d, but the mistake of the heart 
fingers As the twig is bent the tree 
grow. If Governor Miller had 
pterted out on thefirst of January, 1921, 
deliver, the machinery of government 
to the hands of the few and forget 
the many he could not have made a bet- 
fer job of it.

To Fight Direct Settlements. 


-"I promise to rehabilitate this great 
department. I promise to build up the 
Bureau of Women in Industry. I 
promise to wipe out. the direct settle- 
ment system. I promise to make these 
greate departments of the State Govern- 
ment real, live, vigorous, active agén- 
cies, to promote the health, the welfare 
and the comfort of the millions of men, 
women and children that work in the 
factories, 

“In the Assembly, in the constitu- 
tional convention ahd as Governor, i 
fought for the welfare bills. I urged 
a minimum wage law for the protec- 
tion of women and children and an 
eight-hour Gey. for women in factories. 
In the constitutional convention, I said 
that I thought it was just as cruel to 
underpay a woman as it was to over- 
work her, and a. as wasteful from the 
standpoint of the State. 

“Governor Miller referred to the 
Minimum Wage law-and the Eight- 
hour Day for Women law as paternal- 
ism. If he is right in that, that must, 
of necessity, be his.idea of all the wel- 
fare proposals that have become law. 
With that frame of mind and with that 
thought, how can he in the heat. of a 
campaign pose as a welfare Governor 
and expect anybody to believe it? The 
same Governor who would refer to these 
bills as an expression of paternalism 
stood on a platform in New York within 
a week and defended the recent tarifi 
act, which is a paternalism in favor 


_of the rich and the powerful as against 


the poor and the helpless. 

“J promise, when I go to Albany, to 
do everything in my power to rectify 
the industrial injustice to women and 
children, growing out of underpay and 
overwork. 

“I promise when I return to Albany 
to battle with all the vigor I possess 
for the development of this resource in 
the only way that the rank and file 
may get the benefit of it and that is by 
the State itself, the State retaining the 
ownership and the control. 

“1 promise after Jan. 1 to restore 
the direct nominating system and give

Specimens of many curious reptiles, in- 
cluding a huge tree frog which releases 
poison gas from its skin and another 
giant frog which barks and growls like 
a dog and squeals like a pig, have been 
added, it was announced yesterday, to 
the collection of the American Museum 
of History by Dr. and Mrs. G. Kingsley 
Noble, who have just returned from a 
three months’ acientific expedition across 
the Island of Santo Domingo. 

Forty of the biggest lizards in the 
world, which bear the closest re- 
semblance of any living creatures to the 
giants of the dinosaur period, were cap- 
tured and are now living in cages in a 
hot room in the museum, 

The polson-gas frog attains a weight 
of about ten pounds. Its feet have de- 
vices like the suckers of an octopus, 
which enable it to climb vertically the 
sides of trees.

Lizseard Hunted With Dogs. 


The. big lizard, of. which only one 
specimen was evef known in this coun- 
try, was hunted with dogs on the shores 
of a salt lake 160 feet below sea level.

DISCUSSING. THE DEBTS. 


Secretary Hoover’s speech at Toledo 
on the foreign debts is subjected to an 
acute and interesting analysis by Pro- 
fessor SELIGMAN in our MAGAZINE SEC- 
TION today. The question has varied 
elements, legal, economic and moral. In 
the matter of contractual obligations 
Professor SELIGMAN agrees with Mr. 
Hoover that the foreign debts are wholly 
valid in the eye of the law. They could 
be collected, if there were any court to 
give judgment or any officer to serve a 
writ. But whether they all can be paid 
within any assignable term, whether pay- 
ment of all of them ought .to be de- 
manded, whether there are not interna- 
tional and moral considerations which 
outweigh the purely legal and financial 
—in all these matters Professor SELIGc- 
MAN takes issue with Secretary HOOVER. 

As our wish at present is only to di- 
rect the attention of our readers to the 
article by Professor SELIGMAN, there is 
no occasion for asking whether the Pro- 
fessor or the Secretary has the better of 
the argument. The main thing is to get 
the whole subject thoroughly studied and 
publicly debated. On some points there is 
general agreement. One of them is that 
the debts certainly cannot be funded and 
collected under the stipulations laid down 
by Congress. And while not all would 
concede at present, most will admit, at 
least after election, that for Congress 
virtually ‘to call upon European’ coun- 
tries to pay their debts to us in goods, 
while ‘at: the same time erecting a high 
tariff barrier to the import of. such 
goods, was an act at once of gross in- 
consistency and economic folly.

THE POLISH ELECTIONS. 


, Poland is voting today for the lower 
house of the first Parliament to be 
elected under the new Constitution, 
replacing the - Constituent Assembly 
which has been sitting since early in 
1919: Next Sunday the Senate will be 


“elected, also by popular vote—though 


only men and women above 30 may vote 
for Senators, while 21 is the age limit 
for electors for the lower house. There 
is a partial proportional representation 
—72 of the 444 Deputies and 18 of the 
111 Senators are to be chosen from 
“‘ State lists,” a sort of general ticket— 
by which the advantages, such as they 
are, of local interest are retained, while 
the proportional system ‘insures fairer 
representation of voting strength, and 
also the retention in office of able men 
who may have been defeated. in local 
elections. 

There are only nineteen party tickets 
in the field!.- 
parties are appealing to the voters, and 
there is Jewish strength, also among the 
supporters of the combination ticket of 
minority fiationalities, These groups, 
like the two centre parties, seem un- 
likely to win many seats; the same may 
be said with still greater confidence of 
the Communists and the political organ- 
ization of demobilized soldiers. The 
real contest is between the Left—a 
peasant-Socialist alliance of half a 
dozen groups—and the National Chris- 
tian Union on the. Right, which itself 
represents an amalgamation of three 
If this splitting up of 
political organization seems to reduce

» (NEW YORK FARMERS. 

The gloomy prediction of Professor 
-EuceNne DAvEeNPoRT, referred to in THE 
Tims of Oct. 8, as to the future of the 
soil, based upon a survey of the food- 
producing possibilities of the farms of 
the State of Illinois, has unhappy sup- 
port from a somewhat similar survey in 
New York. State Service publishes this 
month a disquieting estimate of farm 
needs as based upon information gath- 
ered by the Bureau of Crop. Estimates 
and the State College of Agriculture. 

That the farm folks are fewer in num- 
ber is not. ominous, if it means that they 
can with greater cénvenience produce as 
much or more, regrettable as it may be 
socially that so many leave’ the open 
country for the congested city. While 
it is difficult for all to find decent places 
to live in the cities,: there are 22,000 
vacant habitable houses..on the farms. 
Rut what gives concern is the fact that 
the farmers need more capital than they 
have to keep up their farms and farm- 
houses and barns, not only for the com- 
fort of those who live on the farm today 
and for the proper shelter of stock, but 
for the support of those who must live 
on this same land and try to get -nour- 
ishment out of it for generations to come. 

The estimate is that a half billion dol- 
lars are required for the improvement of 
farm buildings, for fences, for drainage 
and, above all, for fertilizer to keep life 
and continuing. strength in the soil. 
Where is all this to come from, and how 
is it to be brought to the help of the 
farmer? The prices for what the farmer 
produces seem high enough when they 
reach the consumer, but they are too low 
when they leave the farmer. Co-opera- 
tive marketing should be helpful both. to 
the farmer and to the consumer, and-also 
to the future inhabitant of this State, 
whose farm needs to be kept up by those 
who are now occupying it. But the prob- 
lem is deeper than that. Are not the 
cities asking too much of the farmer and 
giving back too little? There is a city 
responsibility. This Atlas of the fields 
(less than 850,000 persons are living on 
the farms in this State) bears our urban 
skyscrapers. He who makes this urban 
existence possible for half the popula- 
tion ought not to be obliged to live him- 
self under such conditions as will nét 
permit him to keep up his land except at 
sacrifice of his own well-being and that 
of his children. 








NO PENELOPE SCANDAL. 


Even the wife of steadfast goodly 
Ulysses, pattern: of the domestic virtues 
and industries who waited twenty years 
for the return of that disreputable old 
salt, wasn’t spared by - calumnious 
tongues. According to PAUSANIAS, 
Ulysses berated her soundly for letting 
the suitors waste his personal. property 
during his absence and drove her out 
of the house. He was not a polite 
person. . He tells wise Penelope to go 
upstairs with the maids. “and sit there 
“and look on no, man nor ask any 
“question.” Of course, he was an enor- 
mous liar, as befitted a Greek hero of 
those days, but he was too much of an 
economist to dismiss a lady who ‘was 
such a good worker. Naturally, Ov, 
with his peculiarly decadent imagina- 
tion, was disgusted by Penelope’s good 
repute ahd represented her as a wanton 
and the mother of Pan. 

In spite of the mendacity of later 
times, Penelope has remained a type of 
conjugal fidelity and the. home-keeping 
woman. It is the modern fashion to 
overturn traditions and smash reputa- 
tions. The worst that a contemporary 
French archaeologist, M. Srx, has. been 
able to dig. up to her discredit,-as he 
thinks, testifies only to her wish to be 
well dressed. Usually in sculpture you 
find her unraveling her web.

Her hair is ringletted 
on her forehead and twisted behind into 
a net of pearls. She is working, as usual, 
but. not at her task of weaving the 
shroud of her father-in-law Laertes: 

Before her is a little work-basket filled 

with. balls of wool of many. colors. She 
fs not using-the big loom that Homer 
talks’ about, but a very small embroidery ¢ 
frame, and she’s making het, frivolous 
net with ‘applications ’’ of. colored wool,

ing herself an elegant little evening head- 
dress. . 

She was frivolous, then? She wasn’t 
inconsolable.. For whom :was. she pretti- 
fying herself? Evidently for the suitors. 
Outside of epics a shorter absence than 
that of her vagabond husband would 
have: been presumption of his death. 
In those twenty years how’ often she 
must: have scanned her face‘in her metal 
| glass, counted the wrinkles, touched her- 
self up with Tyrian rouge! . Poor lady! 
‘Must she be accused of coquetry or 
worse because she makes herself a little 
ornament, adorns herself for. her-own 
pleasure and that of. her maids?. What |

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THE COLOMBIAN LLANURA:- 
MIGUEL: TRIANA, a. Colombian, has writ- 


ten a fascinating book, “Al Meta,” about |.“ 
the Llanura, a vast territory lying be-| 


tween the Cordilleras and the Venezue- 
lan frontier, suited.not only to cattle- 
raising, but to cultivation of the banana, 


-@acao, yucca, tabena and sarrapia. Of 


the last the author says: “ There is noth- 

ing*in ‘the wealth-of the Torrid Zone 
bie erveeable tothe sarrapia; neither the_ 
“ quebracho of Argentina, the guano. of 
“ Pern and Chile, the cacao of Ecuador, 
“the coffee of Brazil nor the tobacco of 
“Cuba.” The seed of -the sarrapia, 
which is indigenous. and grows luxuri- 
antly in spreading. groves, is known as 
the tonka: bean. It is very aromatic 
and is used in perfumery, as a flayoring 
extract and as a stimulant. In appear- 
ance the tree resembles the mango. 
A hectare will contain from 650 to 700 
trees, producing “in five years about 
1,000 pounds of beans, valued at $4,000.” 
The yield increases so rapidly that “a 
“very large income can be obtained eens 
“a small plantation.” But as cultivation |. 
of the sarrapia requires time and pa- 
tience, settlers are inclined to turn to 
cattle-raising. The immense Llanura is 
divided -into three. territories—Meta, 
Casanare and Arauca, In the first there 
are 16,000,000 hectares of pasture land, 
3,000,000 in the second and 2,500,000 in 
the third. 

Sefior TRIANA’s book, published at Bo- 
gota, has been made over into an article 
for the Bulletin of the Pan American 
Union by CG. T. Mason. The Llianura 
is watered by the Meta and the Guaviare, 
tributary streams of the Orinoco. As 

e map lies before one it seems that 
the great plain or lowland should be 
well watered, for scores of streams, 


which elsewhere would be called rivers,» 


are seen to be feeding the Meta and 
Guaviare. The-— western area therefore 
The soil is ‘so 
full of it that wells need not be sunk to 
a depth of, more than five feet. But 
in the eastern part the Meta and Gua- 
viare become sluggish as they widen. In 
Summer the country is very dry on the 
surface. Still, there are springs of water 
flowing the year round in oases never 
far apart. In the ninth chapter of “ Al 
Meta” is the following description of 
the great plain: 

The vastness of it, like that of the 
ocean, inspires one with a sense of adven- 
ture; the seduction of the unknown is felt; 
there comes the urging of wanderlust. The 
loneliness, the silence, the strong wind 
blowing like a messenger from empty 
regions, the melancholy remoteness of the 
interminable lines of trees, all,evoke the 
emotions of a parting. * * * As they say 
at Villavicencio, ‘‘ leagues and hours are 
long on the Llanura’’; an inhabitant. of 
these lowlands, wishing to express dis- 
tance, whether in lineal magnitude or in 
the time spent in covering it, adheres 
naturally to the conceptions of space to 
which he is accustomed. The immensity 
teaches him that leagues and hours are 
here but steps and seconds of time. 
* * * Man on the savanna is less than 
an ant; a kilometer away his sombrero is 
visible; at two kilometers he has disap- 
peared among the tall grass. 
Villavicencio is 110 miles by mule road 

from ‘the capital, Bogota. The little 
town of 2,400 inhabitants is in the foot- 
hills of the Cordilleras. From north to 
south under the shadow of the moun- 
tains are other small settlements, which 
some day will be connected with Bogota 
by railroad if Colombia can attract the 
money. to build it., Men like Sefior 
TRIANA dream the’ day is coming when 
the iron horse will run through the 
ranches of the Llanura to the head of 
navigation on the Orinoco. There are 
gold mines still to be worked in the hill 
country that looks out on the pampas. 
QUESADA and AVELLANEDA found a great 
deal of gold in possession of the Indians 
in the period of the Conquest...“ It is 
known,” . says Sefior TrIaNA, “that 
“Father MARTINEZ, curé,of San Martin, 
“some fifty years ago bought gold, or 
** exchanged silver for it, of an old Indian 
“who styled himself the last of the 
“ Canaguares and possessor of the secret 
“of the mine.” Hostile Indians, the 
Guahibos, are still a menace to lonely 
travelers on the pampas. Climate in the 
Llanura partakes of the character of so 
wild. a country: furious rainstorms in 
the Winter are followed by sunshine and 
strong winds; the Summer heats are 
tempered ‘by winds from the east, which 
always assure cool nights. 

The inhabitants are Colombians, nat- 
uralized Venezuelans and Indians of dif- 
‘ferent tribes, “more or less civilized.” 
Life on the pampas as Sefior TRIANA de- 
‘scribes it is very much like what we 
read. of existence in.the Argentine soli- 
tudes in the pages of W.. H. Hupson. 
Cotton could be raised on a large scale 
in some parts of the Llanura if there 
were transportation for it.. Rubber, is 
gathered, also the oil of copaiba. Rice 
returns good crops. Here, indeed, in this 
frontier land is a paradise for robust 
settlers.

The national league 
follows a policy of introducing only 
one piece of legislation into Congrcss at 
atime, and tke State league aims- to 
follow this exemple in the State Legis- 
lature. Our policy on legislation is 
based on a belief that no laws should be 
passed until a majority of the people 
are intelligently informed about them. 
We should need to have no fear of too 
much législation or unwise legislation if 
the majority of the people were educat- 
ed: and interested enough to know the 
meaning of each bill.

;|GRAVE PROBLEMS ‘AHEAD

Enthuslas Must Be. Maintained 
Until NeW\Chamber Reforms 
Political System. -

A month ago Italy was confronted by 
an abrupt alternative: Either the State 
would swallew the Fascismo or the Fa- 
cismo would swallow the State. <At 
first, the Government tried to have the 
former prevail. Generals were consulted 
as to the expediency of having a ‘‘ state 
of siege’’ declared. Taddei, the Min- 
ister’ of the-Interior, sent commands to 
the Prefects of the provinces to put 
down disorders. But the Generals ad- 
vised against a ‘‘ state of siege.’’ The 
commands of the Minister were not 
obeyed, and his jcolleagues declined to 
aid him in forcing obedience. 

Then on Oct. 24 came the Fascismo 
Congress at Naples, -which brought. into 
strong ‘relief the hitherto unexpressed 
fact that there were two Governments in 
Italy: The Constitutional and the Fa- 
scismo. The. latter then began to 
threaten the former with extinction; the 
former tried to negotiate a protocol 
which should préserve it and the. old 
political system. 

According to this system, the key to 
all social and political situations was 
the Ministry of the Interior. Under a 
Salandra, a Giolitti, even under a Tit- 
toni, the Fascismo was told that it 
could have any or “all pertfolios but 
that. Then Nitti became a Fascista 
and made the same offer to his new 
comrades. In the closing days of the 
congress of Naples, Bianchi, the Secre- 
tary General of the Fascisti, proclaimed 
this remarkable and unparliamentary 
formula: Since the party of Mussolini 
had proved itself stronger than the par- 
ties of the Government, its leader should 
be invited by the King to form the suc- 
ceeding Government. The Premier, Sig- 
nor Facta,. tried to -remonstrate, when 
Signor Riccio, the Minister of Public 
Works, stampeded the Cabinet. All re- 
signed. So Mussolini, the ‘‘ Dux” of 
the Fascisti, was invited to Rome. 


Fascismo Swallow the State. 


Thus the -Fascismo. swallowed the 
State. But all this could not have hap- 
pened unless a large majority of the 
Italian people had been morally and ma- 
terially supporting the Fascismo move- 
ment. This majority has clearly de- 
fined itself—it was and is the great 
middle class, the middle class in revolt. 
This revolt began against radicalism 
and finally became a revolution against 
the political system, which, in its final 
expression, had made all government 
impossible. - 

The Constitution of Italy is not a bill 
of rights achieved by revolution, but a 
decree granted by a monarch to his 
subjects. That is the basis—‘ the fun- 
damental law of the Kingdom of 
Sardinia,’’ ranted by ~ King Carlo 
Alberto to his subjects in 1848. In the 
period of unification which followed, it 
had been expanded in three ways: 
First, in the interests of the States 
which were added to the Kingdom; then 
in the interests of various regions andi 
classes; thin in the interests of a com- 
plex situation.

It is possible that it will offer no over- 
wnetoing Opbosttion to the new Govern- 
ment. ut it is hardly possible that 
it will “allow the Government to direct 
legislation in a mariner the results of 
which would do away with ‘the old sys- 
tem. Other much needed legislation, 
however, may be carried. through 
through fear that.an adverse vote would 
be followed, not by the resignation. of 
the Government, but by dissolution and 
a new election.. Both the Socialists and 
the Catholics are opposed to ‘this. Still 
they are likely to accept it rather than 
vote’ legislation reforming the election 
law, Both ‘these parties are’ disruptéd, 
the. former beyond all hope, while. the 
latter, rebuked by the Vatican, is trying 
to purge itself of extremists with their 
Communist proclivities. 


What a New Election Woula Bring. 


In the inevitable event of a new elec-, 
tion, the middle class would have-the 
opportunity to convert their ébvjous en- 
thusiasm for the Fascismo into’ a prac- 
tical form of action. That is why an 
election is desirable before this en- 
thusism cools or becomes diverted by 
the professional politicians. ¢ 


Up to last January, the Fascismo 
movement had principally confined itself 
to doing the work that should have been 
done by the Government had it been 
strong enough—that is, riddin 
try of traitors. In doing is it was 
often brutal and unjust, But with the 
work accomplished, it turned its legions 
and cohorts to the business of political, 
industrial and social organization in an- 
ticipation of what has just occurred. 

ere, again, the methods employed were 
not always.nice, and with less excuse 
for being nice. Although contributions 
flowed in from the large industries -to 
the Fascismo treasury in gratitude for 
having saved them from Bolshevism, 
smaller manufacturers and farmers 
found it necessary to exchange whatever 
Political emblem they wore for that of 
the Fascismo if they wanted to sell their 
Products. As to the workers and peas- 
ants, as little by little they found they 
had nothing to hope for from either the 
Socialists or the Catholics, they began 
to go over enmasse to the Fascismo in 
the hope of better times. 

In certain cases they were not disap- 
pointed. The Fascismo abolished feck: 
outs as readily as it had ‘strikes, and 
forced landed proprietors to cultivate 
hitherto unproductive land that the peas- 
ants might have work. It took over the 
running of’factories and estates, giving 4 


never failing to pocket their own com- 
mission. Thus the coffers of the Fa- 
scismo were swelled, “With the develop- 
ment of the movement it was found con- 
venient to re-establish certain labor 
unions, the members of which were for- 
bidden three things: The strike, the In- 
ternational, and direct action. 


Business and Industry Gain. 


Thus business and industry have in- 
creased in Italy, but whether the arti- 
ficlal means by which this has been 
done will, in time, become natural is a 
matter for the future to decide.

orders of King Victor Emmanuel. But 
in 1866, when his Red Shirts were within 
striking distance of Trent, the King 
ordered him to retire. He replied with 
ohe phrase: ‘‘I obey.’’ So it was the 
other day, when the ‘‘ Dux’ of the 
Fascisti took the oath to the Dynasty 
and to the Constitution; he raised both 
hands in the fashion of old Rome and 
boomed out:. ‘‘ Majesty, I swear.’’ It 
is easy to mistake, in times of political 
turmoil, the words of a disciplinarian 
for those -of a dictator. 

Like Garibaldi, Mussolini is a severe 
disciplinarian,-—but no dictator. How 
can he be when he swears to recognize 
the authority of his Majesty and the 
successors of his House as defined by 
the Constitution? 

That is the first point to notice. For 
the rest we must see the hew Govern- 
ment at work. The manner of that work 
is already being described in a way to 
arouse sympathy, if not enthusiasm—the 
long hours of toil, the dispatch of busi- 
ness, economy in Government bureaus 
and toning up of the survivors, or their 
immediate replacing by others. 

There is’ another clause in: the Con- 
stitution, however, which must not be 
overlooked. It is that legislation shall 
be exercised by both King and Parlia- 
ment. As it has beén said the amend- 
ments to the Constitution, as well as the 
laws owing- out of these amendments 
have been in the interest of privilege, 
whether local, organized or personal, yet 
invariably with the idea of increasing 
or, at least, presevering, the political 
power of those advocating the changes. 


Countless Miniature Tammanys. 


Thus there grew up all over the coun- 
try countless miniature Tammanys, and 
successive Governments could only main- 
tain themselves in power by bringing 
about an adhesion of a majority of these 
organizations.”

TO UNVEIL MEMORIAL

that prices had receded, instead of 
advanced. This was especially -true 
of wheat’ and corn, whose values are 
determined ‘in the world’s markets and 
are not dependent on the tariff. So 
the Tariff Commission advanced thé 


theory that the effect of the emer- 
gency act was to “ stabilize’ prices 
and prevent them going on. the tobog- 
gan. Absurdity could hardly go further. 
than this; What really happened“was 
that-a few things like lemons and wool 
were pushed up in price by the tariff, 
tothe advantage of less than 3 per 
cent. of the population of the country, 
while* the remainder paid more for 
their commodities. At the same time 
avery one, including the farmers, has 
had to. buy what he needed in the 
way of clothing, tools and other sup- 
plies at the higher levels that have 
been made. Perhaps the farmer may 
not be so easily deluded-as was 2x- 
pected. *

During. last month 
the’ price of cotton 
went up about 4 cents 
a pound, or $20 a bale. 
The rise was appar- 
ently based on the statistical ‘position 
of the commodity, production and 
probable consumption being taken into 
account. The latest official guess on 
the subject was issued on Thursday 
by the Census Bureau. It makes out a 
preliminary estimate of a yield of 16,- 
750,000 bales in the whole world ‘this 
year. This, addeh to a supposed 
carry-over of 9,536,000 bales, makes a 
total of 26/286,000 bales ‘of 478 
pounds: each;” instead of the usual 900 
pound bale, it being estimated that 
the former amount of lint is practi- 
cally equivalent to a 500-pound zgrdéss 
weight bale.

Only. one-quarter 
of the cotton year has elapsed: There 
may yet be a marked change in out- 
put, and everything seems to indicate 
such a change in consumption. The 
rise in the price of the raw material 
tends to restrict its use. . In Great 
Britain, for instance, the Spinners’ 
Federation . stops its mill work two 
days a week and will, this month, take 
up the matter of a more drastic cur- 
tailment of output. The question has 
even been mooted of closing down the 
spinning of American cotton altogether 
for a month or so in order to..bring 
down its price. The satne consideration 
will appeal to other fofeign countries 
where American cotton. is used, and 
it may yet have an effect here. Mean- 
while, the risé in quotations is being 
more than reflected in the advances on 
cotton ~ goods of every description. 
During the last week, although the 
sales of fabrics were not so large and 
many were from second hands, prices 
were strongly maintained at the high 
levels. recently sét.

These orders 
would ordinarily cover a consumer de- 
mand extending over a period-of no 
less. than two to three months. The 
manufacturers prepared for and expect- 
ed this early influx which in some 
cases was necessary, due to the compli- 
cations of production, but which often 
resulted in the retail market being 
reer with twice. as much merchan- 

ise as there was any demand for at 
a_ given ‘time. It ngturally followed 
very often that it was a great trial for 
the retailer to Hquidate bifls when due, 
except by introducing sales and ‘‘mark- 
downs’ in the height ‘of the season, 
when the rational demand was for reg- 
ular merchandise. 

‘AS a consequence, the market in 
October of former years had a large 
number of value ‘sharpshooters’ on 
their second list. The ‘regular’ buyer 
was forcéd to follow in their footsteps 
and the manufacturer, who pafd no heed 
to the law of supply and demand, of- 
fered a fair target by having on his 
racks garments of every description. 
These were made of just as good ma- 
terials and in the same way as the goods 
he had already sold, but, nevertheless,

When the season was over, the 
maihiditaris for example, could figure 
that he had sold—$5,000 worth ms mer- 
chandise at-a profit -and- $10,000 ata 
Long, This he considered good business, 
but wondered why. he had not made 
more money.

The liquidation 
of Oct. 10, while not altogether satis- 
factory, because of this foresight offered 
no cause for alarm. 

“The lessons of readjustment were 
also learned with beneficial results by 
the manufacturers. The month of 
October, according to all reports, has 
seen @ largely increased volume of retail 
business. The second trip to the market 
has- not been of much benefit to the 
value ‘ sharpshooter,’ as the manufac- 
turer with no surplus stocks is giving 
his attention to legitimate orders, 

‘This condition, I believe, warrants 
the prediction that November will be, 
if anything, mote satisfactory than 
October, and December .will still witness 
legitimate sales at legitimate conte 
The. sharpshooter’s clean-up, if is 
to be one, will take place at the pro er 
time, at the end of the’ season. 

“The retail buyer, it should 
Pphasized, should. do away with ex- 
aggerated method of purchasing. “He 
should make his purchases in accordance 
with his sales and not his sales in ac- 
cordance with his purchases. “By fol- 
lowing these simple businé&s methods, 
he will be in a position to pay his bills 
at.maturity, take advantage cash dis- 
counts, an *pankruptcies and extensions 
will be largely avoided.

French salons and in the encylopédia 
formulated them, was the remote 
cause of the declaration by President 
Monroe that neither European inter- 
ference nor European colonization 
would be tolerated in America. 

The Empress-Catherine, after the 
excesses of the French Revolution, 
became less devoted to Liberalism. 
She had asked La Harpe, who must 
not be confused with the critic, 
Francois de la Harpe, to undertake 
part of the education of the Czar- 
evitch. La Harpe‘s specialty was tc 
be political philosophy, that is, the 
Philosophical interpretation of his- 
tory. In 1795 the republican La 
Harpe was dismissed by the Em- 
press without either thanks or deco- 
tations. La Harpe, in spite of his 
detestation of monarchies, forgave 
the lack of gratitude, but. he ob- 
jected to the absence of the usual 
decorations! 

At this momert the Empress ée- 
termined to make her grandson 46 
soldier rather than a philosopher; 
but Alexander loved La Harpe, andi 
the influence of his ideas was so 
great that when Alexander came to 
the throne at the agé of 23 he re- 
called his old teacher and sur- 
rounded himself by a coterie of men 
devoted to a belief im the ‘* father- 
hood of God and the brotherhood of 
man.”’ 

From France Alexander I. had 
received his ideas and his ideals; 
but it was against France, as rep- 
ted by Napol , that the Czar 
invoked the aid of his own crea- 
tion, popularly called ‘‘the Holy 
Alliance.'’ The Czar insisted that 
the war of the Alliance was not to 
he against the French people, but 
against the unrighteous conqueror. 
Dr. Cresson calls attention in a note 
to the parallel with President Wil- 
son’s declaration that. ‘‘ the real 
enemy~is not the German people so 
much as the military masters who 
enchain them as well as the foreign 
territory they have conquered.” 

There was to be an Anglo-Russian 
alliance against France; and the 
Czar said: 

- now come to the language 
which, in my opinion, it will be 
fiecessary to hold with respect to 
France herself. After having im- 
posed our will upon her, and af- 
ter, through just, benevolent and 
liberal principles, having mani- 
fested our intentions (giving her 
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alliance),

The diplomats 
of Europe were aghast at this; they 
had never taken Christian ideals se- 
riously in their conception of inter- 
national management. 

The Czar and the King of Prussia 
entered Paris on March 30, 1814, and 
ted. The Czar was 
determined to hold an international 
congress at Vienna; but the diplo- 
matists disliked the word “* con- 
gress ’’—they were simply desirous 
of dividing the snoils of the dismem- 
hered world empife-of France among 
themselves. The Czar vas firm; he 
was determined to regenerate Eu- 

rope by enforcing the teachings of 
} Christianity; nevertheless, he was 
not unaware that Russia might prof- 
it by.the new order of things; yet 
he said: The only reward I ask 
is to be allowed to repair, in a 
measure, the great crime committed 
by Catherine 11."" He planned, in 
fact, to restore the ancient Kingdom 
of Poland, forgetting, however, that 
Prussia and France were just as 
much responsible for the spoliation 
of Poland as was Russia. 

In. spite of the protest of his best 
friends, Alexander determined to be- 
come part of the council at Vienn*. 
This was against all diplomatic 
usage. It was most unwise because 
it left him without an intermediary. 
and he was obliged to make decisions 
on the spur of the moment; besides, 
it often placed him in a position of 
inferiority, or, at least, of equality 
to men of lesser rank and impor- 
tance. 

The proceedings of the congress at 
Vienna are well known; there is 
little regarding them that has been 
concealed. But the Czar was not 
satisfied with exerting merely moral 
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~; Quincy Adams; 


and the King of Prussia. He had 
other means of inducing them to ac- 
cept. the Holy Alliance. He 
poured the entire Russian force upon 
the Plain of Vertus, near ChAlons. 
It was an appalling display of mili- 
tary strength. His allies, with men- 
tal reservations, found themselves 
obliged to sign a document which 
had but one object: 

To manifest before the whole 
universe their unshakable deter- 
mination to take as their sole 
guide, both in the administration 
of their respective States and in 
their political. relations with other 
Governments, the precepts of re- 
ligion, namely, the rules of jus- 
tice, Christian charity and peace. 

These precepts, far from being 
applicable only to private life, 
should, on. the contrary, govern 
the decisions of princes, and direct 
in- all their negotiations, 
forming, as they must, the only 
means of giving permanence to 
human institutions and remedy- 
ing their imperfections. 


There is an evident parallel be- 
tween the condition in Europe after 
the second fall of Napoleon and in 
our present time. Chaos, except in 
the Repugjic of the United States of 
America, seemed to have come 
again; and, strangely enough, these 
very United States, which had re- 
solved to keep themselves free 
from European entanglements, found 
themselves worried by the policy of 
this Healy Alliance. 

Dr. Cresson shows us how Alexan- 
der had utilized the principles of the 
Abbe de St. Pierre’s project for per- 
petual peace, and he gives a brief 
but satisfactory analysis of the mys- 
tical influence of Mme. de Krtidner’s 
influence on the Czar—Mme. de 
Krildner performed for him the part 
of Rasputin to the late Czar and his 
wife—although her influence was not 
so far-reaching. In fact, Dr. Cres- 
-s0n’s ‘‘ Holy Alliance ‘¥is filled with 
amazing parallels. 

In reading this admirable book one 
must be impressed with the wisdom 
of President Monroe and John 
indeed, with the 
prudence, effectiveness, courage and 
foresight of the American. diploma- 
tists of this period. It was natural 
enough that Rome should look with 
distrust on this project, in which, 
under changed conditions, the Czar

Louis XVIII., as a Bourbon and a 
monarch, had made -his. proposal to 
the alliance that the United States 
ought to be admitted to the confer- 
ences. The spectacie of the new Re- 
public joining itself to an assentbly 
devoted to the Divine right of kings 
would have been edifying. 

The monarchs, especially the 
Czar. took every occasion to ad- 
vise, to instruct and to criticise the 
new republic. It was understood, 
too, that if any nation separated it- 
self from this mythical and mon- 
archial combination, it made itself 
at ence the enemy of ali the sig- 
natories. 

Mr. Adams knows that so long 
as Spain, Russia and Great Britain 
remained American powers, any real 
isolation was out of the question. 
Great Britain was sensible enough 
to accept the policy of the United 
States with respect to South Amer- 
ica, and thus the breach caused by 
the war of 1812 was closed; Mr. 
Adams, in answer to the Czar’s 
wish that the United States should 
accede to the pact of Sept. 26, 
1815, pleaded the example of Great 
Britain, and when finally,» more 
hardly pressed, settled the matter 
by declaring it would be ‘* advisable 
to ascertain what were the disposi- 
tions of the members of the Sen- 
ate.”* 

Europe had apparently accepted 
the league of sovereigns and the 
world was to be governed by a 
series of congresses. The Holy Ail- 
liance, the Czar’s, was determined 
te restore the incompetent and 


the sy Alexander at- 
tempted to found under the aus- 
pices of the League of Peace. The 
non-colonization clause in the Mon- 
roe message gave the European 
powers reason for thought. Even 
the Czar himself had to soften his 
pretentions as to the policy of Rus- 
sian expansion on the North 
Pacific Coast. 

“The Czar,” as the Governor of 
Siberia told the American Minister, 
Mr. Middleton, ‘‘ had abandoned his 
original intention to make of thesc 
northern waters a mare clausum out 
of respect to the United States.” It 
would be impertinent ‘to assume that 
serious students of history are un- 
familiar with the basis of Mr. Cres- 
son's “The Holy Alliance.”’ No 
book, however, has so. fully pre- 
sented the character of Alexander 
I. and its effect on the policy of the 
European powers, or the intimate 
and enlightening details which were 
hidden. until Dr. Cresson, at that 
time Secretary of the American Kin- 
bassy in Petrograd, was enabled to 
examine the hidden documents rclat- 
ing to America in the imperial 
archives. Z 

Dr. Cresson resigned from his dip- 
lomatic post, served in the American 
Expeditionary Forces, and at the 
end of the war was chief of the 
Americar Military Mission at the 
Belgian Headquarters in Flanders. 
He has now ceased to observe history 
in the making; he has begun to 
write it.

Here is 
the final criticism of the Pre-Rap- 
haelite Brotherhood, a criticism that 
reanimates and brings to life figures 
that time hadi almost placed in the 
lifeless obscurity of heavy volumes. 
There is nothing new that can he 
stated about Mr. Beerbohm's art as 
a caricaturist. This book is un- 
doubtedly one of the best that he 
has produced in this field and, deal- 
ing as it does wholly with the past, 
it should be perceptible that an even 
greater art was requisite than that 
needed to caricature contemporary. 
figures. Mr. Beerbohm had to as- 
similate an entire period and 
orientate a dozen figures, and it 
should be patent that the twenty- 
two drawings are the result of much 
deep and serious reading and study. 
Turning back to the Pre-Raphaelite 
group as it manifested itself in 
poetry, perhaps the most noticeable 
feature is the curiously un-English 
quality of the work.

Whether it crumbles upon our heads 
or wins forward to larger living and a 


stronger, juster race of men, is a 


question that can ‘be decided only by 
the slow processes of time. No one 
now alive will ever know whether the 
Philosophy of human perfectibility oc 
the philosophy of the state of nature 
is, in point of fact, pragmatical. But 
it is a serious and urgent matter, pro- 
vocative of bile, that Capek traduces 


‘the character of bugs and insects. 


In all the grisly, fascinating pages 
of Henrt-Fabre is there any example 
of erotic sensualism? The praying 
mantis turns upon her bridegroom-and 
devours him. The queen bee has a 
single nuptial flight, and what hap- 
pens then to the amorous drone. may 
not be recorded here. Not even Dr. 
Voronoff could repair him. 

Queen Apis has a pleasant face; 

Her private life is a disgrace, 

And but for my respect for you 

I’d‘tell you what those insects do. 
Throughout nature the instinct of 
mating is surrounded with exquisite 
lures of color and perfume, invested 
with tyrannic passions and supreme 
delights. Nature scatters her lures 
with a hand lavish to-prodigality. But 
when her procreative purpose is ac- 
complished life -becomes incessantly 
laborious, unsparingly economical. To 
the moment of ecstasy succeeds a life- 
time. of humdrum happiness. If 
Clarence Honeybee is eviscerated and 
Percy Mantis déVoured, it is in obedi- 
ence to what Maeterlinck poetically 
calls the law of the future; their use- 
fulness has ceased and they are Os- 
lerize®; It is under this strange ré- 
gime of the erotic-tragic moment fol- 
lowed by a laborious lifetime that 
matter has evolved into mind and 
primitive nature into civilized living. 

In the insect world, curiously 
enough, progress has apparently come 
to a standstill. A stronger tendency 
to specialization has resulted. in’ fixed 
types. In the animal world, including 
man, all species have ret&ined a: far 
greater variability, and thus a far 
greater possibility of producing new 
and better individuals. Among in- 
sects, fierce little eddies and dimpled 
backwaters in the great stream of evo- 
lution, .such examples.of greed and 
ferocity as Capek exploits are a part 
Far from:be- 
ing monstrous, they, and other like 
marvels of adaptation, convinced Fa- 
bre that.the, hand of God was mani- 
fest in each special creation. To the 
end of his long life he rejected the 
theory of evolution.. In mankind like 
impulses are a survival from the 
primal ferocities of nature; but they 
are already abating, so that we may 
hope eventually to eradicate them. 
That is beside the question: Let the 
pessimist and nihilist blacken mankind 
to the top of his bent—but not by tra- 
ducing this marvelously beautiful, eco- 
nomic and industrious world of the in- 
sect. :

Doubtless he does not say this, or 
even think it, knowing well cnough 
that there is one glory of the play- 
wright’ and another of the player. In 


Helen Menken we have beyond qu¢s-/ 


tion. a young actress of notable 
achievement and still greater promise. 
To the graces of personality she adds 
the great gift of imagination, of a 
haunting spiritual presence. Nothing 
is finer in her performance than a 
passage in the first act in which she 
lies spent and prostrate from her sis- 
ter’s clutches, her face hidden in the 
gutter. Her comrades of street“and 
sewer are seated about her feasting 
jovially, with.at most a casual glance, 
a contemptuous word, for her misery; 
but it is the prostrate bundle of rags 
that dominates that scene, and by 
means that elude analysis. “One 
knows only that she is there, a gentle 
spirit, forlorn and agonized. 

Nor Is it merely ‘as an emotional 
actress that Miss Menken excels. Ina 
play that is prevailingly romantic and 
humoresque, extraordinarily few mo- 
ments of comedy fall to her; yet in 
each she is transfigured. If the sev- 
enth floor and sky parlor of a Parisian 


tenement becomes a heaven of delight- 


ir is because of the radiance ‘with 
which she fills it.» She is inerrant and 
surprising in subtle humor. and wo- 
manly grace as in heroic suffering and 
strength. 

Versatility is a poor werd, with con- 
notations of calculation.’and self-con- 
sciousness.. If Miss Menken’s gamut 
is wide, it is because of the largeness 
of her nature, her overflowing instinct 
for life. Her essential yirtue is a 
sense of simple actuality, shot through 
always with divinations of the spirit. 
Not. since’ Duse has an. actress pos- 
sessed these qualities in a measure so 
abundant. 


Rebellious Dramatis Personse. 

There. are characters so intensely 
vitalized in an author’s creative mincé 
that they positively refuse to collabo- 
rate with him in the interests of his 
plot. A remark to this gffect by W. 
D. Howells gave John Kendrick Bangs 
the idea of ‘‘ The Rebellious Heroine.’’ 


In ‘‘ Six Characters in Search of an}’ 


Author,’’ Luigi Pirandello shows the 
result of rebeltion on the part of an 
entire dramatis personae. And he has 
carried the idea .one stage further. 
Having rebelled successfully against 


being sUbdued: to the purposes of a} 


well-made and popular play, they still 
feel as keehly as ever the need of self- 


expression and haunt the theatre im-| 


ploring a commercial nranager to pro- 
duce them. 

There are opportunities of satire here 
that Signor Pirandello has neglected. 
Imagine a crook melodrama in which 
the hardened criminal refused to turn 
to the right fara lifetime spent in the 
bucolic delights of canning peaches. 
He would-have something of: interest 
to say about crook’ reformations. 
Imagine a mystery play in which 
spook and cut-throat refused to. per- 
petrate fantastic absurdities in order 
that gullible audiences may thrill to 
gooseflesh, and who, at the final cur- 
tain, denounce the author and his 
preposterous plot. Imagine any par- 
ticipants ina happy ending: who, in- 
stead of performing that final clinch, 
protest against having their emotions 
belied and their intelligence stultified 
in order to achieve it. . Evew in. Italy 
there must be flagrant falsehoods of 
convention... But the drama of these 
six. characters as they describe , it 
seems to. have-been really impossible, 
its moods and motives incomprehen- 
sible, its, outcome. predestined to fall 
flat. ‘What might have» ‘been.a satire 
on ere: as B erie deals bea with: ab- 





rected against the foibles of the folk 
behind the scenes, the author, the 
actor, the manager. As such they 
are keen and inerrant. Few foibles of 
the player clan escape. There is even 
a philosophy of dramatic esthetics in 
the vein of Lessing’s ‘‘ Laocotn,” as 
when the lines turn upon the essen- 
tial antinomy between the actor and 
the character of plays, or upon the 
difference in stature and in rounded 





individuality between the character per 
se and what he seems to be in the 
focus. of a dramatic composition. For 
an audience of actors, critics and play- 
wrights such as that which assisted 
at its premiére, ‘‘ Six Characters in 
Search of an Author” is delightfully 
novel and stimulating; but its appeal 
would be wider if it dealt with the 
finished product of the theatre familiar 
to the general public. 





WHO IS PIRANDELLO? 





HE production of “ six Charac- 
/ters in Search of an Author” at 

the Princess last week intro- 
-duced to New York a new au- 

thor of international repute, for 

while comparatively few on_this side of 
the water had probably éver heard his 
name before the announcement of the 
production, “his reputation as a play- 
wright of unusual gifts had been known 
as far away as London for some little 
time. It was this same play that intro- 
duced him. to London audiences last 
Winter when the Stage Society,-an or- 
ganization that specializes in the un- 
usual, gave special-performances of it 
at the Kingsway Theatre... Since those 
performances the Birmingham Reper- 
tory Theatre has contracted to do the 


jplay,- while other works of Pirandelilo’s 


are awaiting developments in. London 
offices. Paris, Berlin and Munich will 
also learn of Pirandello through ‘“ Six 
Characters,’’ since Pitoeff in the first 
and: Reinhardt in the last two named 
cities have contracted to do the play 
this Winter. 

Luigi Pirandello was born in 1867 at 





Girgenti, ‘Sicily. After a preliminary 
education in Italy, he attended the Uni- 
versity of Bonn, where he took degrees 
in philosophy and philology. He then 
chose teaching as a career, and since 
1907 has been a member of the Faculty 
of the Instituto Superiore di Magistero 
Femminiie in Rome. His first literary 
venture waS’as a poet, in 1889, and. by 
1901 he had@ turned out six- books of 
verse. His début as a novelist: took 
place the>next year with “Il Turno,’’ 
which was followed two years later by 
‘““Il Fu Mattia Pascal.”. This fantastic 
work definitely established him as a 
writer to be reckoned with. There then 
came a ‘multitude of shorter tales, 365 
according .to his “own count, which 
earned for ‘him the sobriquet of ‘ gay 
pessimist.’"* 

It was. not until he was 50 years old 
that he wrote his: first-play. “This was 
a delicate, sentimental, one-act piece, 
** Sicilian Limes.’’ More indicative of 
his recent work was ‘‘ Giacomino,: Stop 
and Consider,’’ which is replete with in- 
tellectual ‘byplay and satirical humor. 

During the past five years he has 
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written a total of twenty-two plays, 
which range all the way from melo- 
drama to the keenest: intellectual sat- 
ire. “Six Characters” is probably the 
most representative of this latter mood. 


When it was first produced at the Valle : 
in the Spring of 


Theatre in Rome, 
1921,’a riot occurred, the audience di- 
viding itself into, factions for and 
against the author. The outcome was 
the firm entrenchment of Pirandello as 
a dramatist of the first rank. 

He is commonly accepted as the’ lead- 
er of the “* grotésque’’ school of modern 
Italian dramatists. . Most of his, work, 
however, rises far above the intellectual 
acrobatics of this group. 
university professor, at the age of 55, is 
far from settling into the quiet equa- 
nimity of old.age. ‘* To. accomplish as 


much as I do in the way of turning}. 
out books and plays, I practically live 
with a pen in my hand. But it {fs my}. 


life—the thing: I enjoy,’’ is the way he 
put it in:an interview at his villa outside 
Rome. Two new plays from his -pen 
have been produced in: Romie during the 
past month, almost concurrently with 
the production of his. ‘‘ Six Characters 
in Search of an Author’”’ in New York.

city, a census of their capacity 
has been only recently made. It is often 
difficult to draw a line of distinction 
between hotels and residential apart- 
ment hotels and even boarding houses. 
The figures prepared are conservative 
and doubtless understate New York's 
equipment in this respect. It is esti- 
mated that there are 284 hotels in New 
York which may be definitely classed 
as such. This does not include many 
hotels or lodging: houses along the 
waterfronts, nor a considerable class 
of apartment houses, which, aecommo- 
date transient guests, and no boarding 
houses of ahy kind. 

In this group of hotels 60,000 rooms 
are available. Combined accommoda- 
tions are estimated at 110,000. The next 
city in point of hotel ax dations ts 
San Francisco, with one-half thig capac- 
ity. The third city ia Chicago, with but 
40 per cent: of the hotel] a dations 
of New York. 

New York, as might be expected, has 








by far the greatest number of large} 


hotels. Of the 284 listed 18 have 450 
rooms and up. There are 64 hotels with 
from 200 to 450 rooms each. The come 
monest type of hotel] is of the é¢laas con- 
taining from 50 to 200 rooms, of which 
there are 120. There are 43 hotels with 
from 25 to 50 rooms each. No account 
has been taken of hotels with less than 
25 rooms. There are many of these 
hotels, and their combined capacity is 
considerable,

Dangers of ,Over Population. Doubted; 
Brighter Future Seen for Nation ’s Young 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 
his article in Tum New York 

Times, Sunday, Oct. 8, Dr. Ray- 

mond Pearl, head of the Depart- 
--ment of Biomoetry and Vital Sta- 

tistics in Johns Hopkins University, 
states that the world is overcrowding; 
that the saturation point for the earth’s 
population soon will be in sight; and 
that the safety limit for the United 
States will be about 200,000,000. 

This is a startling revelation, fraught 
with many dismal, degenerating and 
pessimistic possibilities—if it be true, for 
Dr. Pearl concludes that ‘‘ Our children’s 
children will have to face a standard of 
living. much below that which we 
enjoy.’’ 

He states the problem in the form of a 
question, viz.: “What happens when a 
living. organism capable of indefinite 
multiplication“ of its numbers by repro- 
duction’ finds itself confined to a» uni- 
verse strictly limited in size?’ for from 
his viewpoint population is a problem 
only because this giddy globe on which 
we live is strictly limited in size and 
because human beings ‘breed like 
flies.” 

Dr. Pearl based his conclusions upon a 
simple experinient: He placed two frult- 
flies of the genus Drosophila in a pint 
milk bottle, which thereby became their 
unfverse. Into this limited ‘‘ universe ” 
he placed a semi-solid medium of ba- 
nana pulp and agaragar. Then this 
young and conveniently sized universe 
was pGt into an incubator. Every three 
days a census was taken of the popula- 
tion which had accrued up to that time. 
The results. were evident beforehand and 
inevitable! The growth of population 
was at first slow, then became ever more 
rapid until a point was reached, after 
which the population decreased in rate, 
although it kept growing in _ numbers, 
until finally the universe became so 
densely ‘crowded with flies that the 
population had reached the saturation 
point. 

From these “ astounding “ results Dr. 
Pearl draws the analogy that human 
populations in limited areas grow in es- 
sentially the same manner as experi- 
mental populations in closed universes, 
for, he says, “it appears that the Rep- 
ulation growth of every country has in 
its past history followed a course: which 
is described with the greatest accuracy 
and completeness by the same mathe- 
matical equation which served for the 
experimental: Drosophila population.’ 

From the depths of despair Dr. -Pearl 
undertakes to prove that the two -at- 
tempts to solve the problem of.popula- 
tion, viz., by the acquisition of new ter- 
ritory and by limitation of offspring, 
are inadequate, since there is no new 
territory left, and since the efforts’ to 
limit offspring are full of insuperable 
difficulties. 

His premises being what they are, his 
conclusion {is inevitable. But are those 
premises‘ correct? The author chal- 
lenges the analogy and the logic in- 
volved. 

Dr. Pearl has but restated Malthus’s 
Law of Population (1798), which, stated 
‘In! mathematical terms, fg: that food in- 
creases arithmetically while population 
increasés geometrically.. This. logically 
led. Malthus to a.-conclusion. identical 
to Dr. Pearl’s, viz., that since popula- 
tions increased faster‘ than food, the 
time would come. bincey the saturation 
point. would be fwith famine, 
disease, starvation, wae murder,. &c., 
the result until ‘the equilibrium could 
be established again. 

Little wonder: that Malthus’s doctrine 
of population contributed more than any 
other single thing to make the political 
economy of the: classical school h 
gloomy, dismal and pessimistic; no woh- 
der economics. became known as “‘ the 
diamal ‘science.’ 4 

Two contentions have been advanced 
to offset the contentions of Malthus— 
the. biological and. the. socio-economic 
arguments. The biological argument as- 
serts: that- the-power: of: reproduction: it- 
self diminishes with more complex and 


civilized ‘argument - by ‘no 
mean indjsputabl 0; especially since it is 
above all : whether the dimin- 
ishing ratio is natural or artificial—that 


is, whether or’ pot it is a result of

the result of prudential considerations 
and preventive agencies, advocated by 
Malthus and recognized as inadequate 
by ‘Dr. Pearl. ‘ 

It might seem, then, that Malthus and 
Dr. Pearl ere right in their premises; 
and since the preventive considerations 
are proverbially weak in the poorer 
classes, it. might be claimed logically 

t they are justified in théir gloomy 

‘orebodings. 

This conclusion, however, does not fol- 
low. The real antithesis is proximately 
at least not between population and 
food, but between population and wealth,

propet organization and. utilization of 
improved methods, production of wealth 
in general may be so augmented as to 
permit -an increase both in population 
and in prosperity. 

The industrial revolution has not only 
multiplied national wealth, but has 
greatly increased populations, while re- 
ducing misery, vice and crime. But Dr. 
Pearl contends that this is exceptional, 
because the increased numbers Nave, 
after all been dependent ultimately upon 
the food supply which they have secured 
from the newly opened areas of the 
world. Even granting this contention, 
however, and looking forward to the dis- 
tant time when all the huge and now 
uncultivated areas of the earth’s surface 
will be utilized for food production, it 
still remains true that. the increage of 
wealth may for almost indefinite periods 
keep ahead of population. 

A really intensive capitalistic system 
of agricultural production has never 
been attempted on a large scale. If there 
is enough wealth to put into the soil it 
can be transmuted into food; for the 
fertility of the soil today is inexhausti- 
ble under scientific principles of cultiva- 
tion. Then the diminishing returns from | 
land can be arrested by the increasing 
returns of a rapidly augmenting effi- 
ciency of industry in general. 

Not only can wealth be made to in- 
crease faster, but the increase of wealth 
will in itself set in motion those economic 
and sociological forces which tend to re- 
duce the rate of increase of population: 
Thus from both sides the antithesis of 
wealth and population may be weakened. 
Under favorable conditions populations 
may increase gradually and wealth rap- 
idly. These favorable conditions include 
those of distribution as wail as of pro- 
duction. 


not one of mere size, but of efficient 
production and equitable distribution, 
which is a problem not of numbers alone 
but of wealth. 

Mere numbers are, therefore, not the 
vital point. The conditions at the close 
of the eighteenth century seemed to lend 
color to the fears of Malthus, hut now 
for well-nigh a century the concern in 
the advanced industrial countfies has 
been not of an unduly rapid, but of an 
unduly slow increase of population, until 
in France to a lesser extent in Eng- 
land today it has become a problem not 
of excessive fecundity but of race 
suicide. 

The dectrine of: over-population has, 
therefore, lost its terrors for modern 
sociéty. The stress. has feen shifted 
from food to wealth and: efficiency. The 
problem of population, in short, is. to- 
day a part ef the broader problem of the 
production and distribution  of.-wealth, 
and in this sense it is a result rather 
than a. cause, .

None of the padded, canapfed, tent- 
like effects of the modern Broadway 
dance hall is to be found in this pillared 
‘ballroom where the old-fashioned waltz 
and the jazzless music is nightly bring-

the lovers of soulless brasses and 
thundering tom-toms. 

In the dim blué-greenness of this 
dance’ place, cemprising 58,000 square 
feet, with its murals ‘and its swinging 
lamps, there is a suggestion of awe. 
To’ the stranger who -laughingly steps 
from the elevator into the perfumed 
semi-darkness of this sixth floor there 
ig a moment of sobering contemplation. 
He has not expected anything quite so 
elaborate as the twisted, pillars topped 
by vases of gayly colored. flowers. 
Festoons of ornate lanterns contribute 
to the mystery and vaguely outline the 
remote corners’ where chintz covered 
divans in the semblance of a Cleopatra 
barge preserve the illusion of an African 
palace. One instinctively looks about 
for a jewel-studded throne, peacock 
feather fans, and ebony slaves bearing 
baskets of fruit and jugs of wine.

What the Public Wants. 


Behind the venture there seems to be 
ari idea of wirat it is believed the Amer- 
ican people want, at least what a goodly 
portion of them want. iamong many 
New Yorkers and visitors there has 
been a cessation of interest in the pleas- 
ure marts of Broadway where, as a 
patron of saner dancing put it, 
normal human being in possession of all 
his faculties would spend five minutes.” 
Andiin the airy spaciousness of the new 
ballroom on top the Grand Central Pal- 
ace increasing crowds are nightly re- 
sponding to the lure of good music, good 
dancing, a superlative floor. From 2,500 
0 2,700 people dance there on a Satur- 
day night, and, according to- statistics, 
the nightly average is about 700. That 
the orchestra alone draws a yearly 
stipend of $150,000 gives one an idea of 
the kind of entertainment provided. 

‘Clover Gardens was the outgrowth 
of a desire to provide a place of amuse- 
ment for the 8,000,000 people who.come 
yearly to the various international in- 
dustrial exhibitions and. trade conven- 
tions held in the Grand Central Palace,” 
said Robert M. Catts, owner of the 
Suilding. ‘It was felt that these peo- 
ple would appreciate a place where they 
could get a. bite to eat, listen to music 
and have a little recreation at a 
moderate price.. Opening the sixth floor 
to the general public was an afver- 
thought. We hope and believe it will be 
a success, as all people naturally re- 
spond to attractive surroundings and the 
right atmosphere. <A great déal of time 
and thought has been put into the éx- 
periment. It is not in any way con- 
nected with professional amusement in- 
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of water. 


terests. It is entirely a private enter- 
prise. We bélieve it ts the kind= of 
place most people will.enjoy visiting. “It 
has been made as beautiful and complete 
as it ta_possible te. make a: ballroom. 
And we have ndticed. the effect on the 
people. They have. instinctively reacted 
to the atmosphere of the place. There 
has been none of the unpleasant expe- 
riences which sometimes occur fn public 
dance halle, Almost without exception 
the dancers are the young workers of 
the city, business and professional peo- 
ple who -are unable to pay the prices! 
which prevail at many of the places of 
amusement, but .who appreciate. the 
quality of entertainment they find here 
and the medium charge. Parents may 
feel safe in permitting their daughtars 
and sons tq come to Clover Gaydens.’* 

Although the modern love of censor 
ship is fully satisfied at Clover Gar- 
dens, it is not noticeable to the average 
guest. Four floor censors’ in dinner 
coats circulate among the dancing 
throng with no hint of the detective's 
badge beneath gleaming shirt-front. To 
the majority they are nice-looking 
gentlemen such as one might meet in 
any private ballroom. Fifth Avenue 
matrons know fuli weil their value. A 
host and hostess, inconspicuous but 
deft, smilingly single out the misplaced 
or the ‘strange. Skillful introductions 
are a part of their job. But with the 
recent rise in the price of tickets from 
75 cents to a $1 for women and a $1.25 
for men, there is said to be a more 
evenly balanced crowd. The men rarely 
outnumber the girls and vice versa, The 
majority of the guests come in couples 
or in parties. And it is not unusual for 
whole families to spend an evening at 
the Gardens. 

Instructresses for those who wish to 
learn to dance are part:of the organiza- 
tion. But the old gystem of the guest 
paying or ‘‘tipping’’ the teacher for 
instruction has been done away with. 
According to the general manager it 
was ‘found mdst unsatisfactory. Now, 
those who give instrtction are paid 
regular salaries. In most cases they 
are business girls who wish to_ earn 
extra money. They are not engaged 
until after the matter has been thor- 
oughly gone over with their employers. 
College students; many of whom are 
working their way through school, have 
been suggested for this “‘ work.”’ 


Beauty and Economy. 


Unlike the Broadway places where 
one pays anywhere from five to ten 
dollars for scrambled eggs and a couple 
of glasses of lemonade, Clover Gardéns 
maintains popular prices. There is no 
table charge and one may dance all 
evening without ordering even a glass

@ new type of ‘ballroom with a fixed ad- 

mission has been the excessive price of 

tickets, However, even with a $1 or a 

$1.25 entrance fee there is a saving. 

And the appeal to the aesthetic taste 
of the public is no. small part of this 
new democratic diversion. The sugges- 
tiveness which moralists have deplored 
in the diminutive, padded dance shug- 
geries of the socalled artificial twentieth 
century, is hardly conducive to a de- 
veloping. aetheticism. With the new 
community idea, however, and its apa- 
ciousness of floor space as well as its 
spaciousness of ideals, there is room to 
stretch the Imagination as well as the 
iegs. Contemplation of mural walla may 
easily lead a commuriity to the contem- 
plation of pictures In an art gallery. It 
is after all, bearing out the idea of those 
who. argue that art should be put into 
our railway stations, should adorn the 
walls of our subways, should not be hid- 
den away in exclusive galleries. 


If 2 commusity is able to get its rec- 
reation easily, pleasantly and cheaply 
in attractive surroundings it is unlikely 
that more hectic pleasures will make 
heavy inroads. Although {it is hard to 
change the belief of. skeptical citizens 
who still hold that the “‘ public is as 
fickle as a woman,” as-an excuse for 
‘not backing worthy experiments, other 
citizens with vision and a fair amount 
of courage and belief in their fellow- 
men are willing ‘to venture. Filippant 
foreigners call this the “‘country of 
the fox-trot ’’ and label our intelligence 
accordingly. It would seem that the 
present revival of old dances is an 
eloquent refutation .of the charge. 

The love of dancing ‘is inherenf in most 
of us. And from the number of elderly 
couples on the floor at a recent ball 
given during the national convention of 
one of America’s most conservative pro- 
tessions, it would appear that age did 
not dim that love. With the return of 
the waltz and the waning interest in 
jazz specialities, it 1s not difficult to 
perceive a more wholesome trend in pub- 
tlc amusement.

lets while with the First Division, but 
is now coaching the football team at 
Springfield College; Howard Blaine, 
picked up out of the remains .of a 


the Columbia football team, and George 
Kerechera, totally blind as a result of 
an overdose of typhoid. vaecine received 
in a Southern training camp and now 
studying to be a toubther of of the blind. 
These men explain to a large degree 
their organization,.is..called .the 
Come Back Club, and their cases are 
typital of many veterans at Columbia. 

A tew hundred of Uic8e men cue, to 
Columbia in the Fall of 1918 from Gov- 
ernment. hospitals. Their ages ranged 
from eighteen to fifty. Almost every 
conceivable sort of injury was repre- 
sented from the legiess ‘man to , the 
‘psychoneurotic. Their ‘most. pressing 
problem, outside of health, was how to 
live on the Government allotment/ To 
the majority this was their only source 
of income. They received $80.0 month 
with no provision for housing't or evén 
adequate hospital caré in case of need. 
And. that was during the time when 
prices were at«their height. 

It was the realization that conditions 
were:not going to improve for these. nme 
without group action: that led :to 
formation of the Come Back Club in the 
Winter of 1919. The club sent a dele- 
gation to interview President Harding 
and Congressmen with a view toward a 
more generous policy on the part of the 
Government. The delegation was: well 
recéived at Washington and assured 
that relief-was in sight. Several. months 
Tater the Government réorganiged the 
Federal Board’ of Vocational Bducation, 
creating the Veterans’ Bureau and ‘in- 
creasing the -student-veteran’s allotment 

100 a month in the New York ‘area 
exclusive of tuition, text-bdoks and in- 
cidental expenses, which 
ment pays. With falling prices. and 
the steps taken by the university to 
provide increased dormitory facilities in 
the Columbia neighborhood, rast ager 
were somewhat alleviated. a 
meanwhile the club had to oct, It 
staged a musical comesa ‘“* The Come 
Back Revue,"’ on April 28, 1920, and ap- 
proximately $5,000 was cleared in one 
night’s .performance. .

We sat talking, this dark, smooth- 
shaven, man.of 38 and myself, in the 

~ parlor of his Rome-hotel. I noticed as 
he waited—rather critically, I thought— 
. Yor me to launch my questions, that his 
* eyes were almost as contradictory as 
his mouth. They were piercing, com- 
manding, blazing eyes, but they also 
were brooding and melancholy eyes. 
Mussolini's mouth is strong, determined, 
Gomineering, uncorrromising. The lips 
are neither thin nor thick, but the upper 
Hip {6 so curved as to accentuate an un- 
mistakable sensuousness. His teeth are 
“qgrhite and even, His nose is large, 
‘well formed, suggestive of power. His

At that time the net- 
work of ‘‘ sindicales,’’ the organizations 
of every calling, even farm workers.

Mussodlini’s face has a somewhat cyni- 
cal expression until he smiles. Thén it 
is illuminated with that rare spirit with- 
out which no man can have broad under- 
standing—a sense of humor. 

** How do you know?’’ he demanded. 

TI explained what to him seemed a most 
unfeminine habit that I had talked to 
everybody who would answer me in first, 
second or third-class railroad carriages, 
preferably the last, concerning political 
conditions in Italy. A phenomenon -I 
had: discovered in many ‘out-of-the-way 
places which did not exist three. years 
ago wae the acute interest in politics 
shown by evéry young man over 15. ° 

“I consider Fascismo responsible,” I 
commented, ‘‘ and what most impressed 
me was the range on the social ladder 
included in Fascismo.’’ 

“ Yes, our organization of labor is our 
Strength, because in \that we have a 
great constructive force,’ he agreed.

For instance, In your tale organiza-

Again Mussolini smiled. His érawling 
voice, reminiscent of our own South; 
seemed out ‘of keeping with his words. 

“Yes, the Fascisti are organized in a 
perfect military system,’’ he admitted. 
“Tt is necessary. But as soon as 
socialism ceases to be. Bolshevism. we 
are ready to put down our arms. While 
Italy’ is in danger we muat remain a 
military organization. You know per- 
fectly well that twenty organized men 
can control a thousand unorganized, un- 
armed men. At. ‘the first sign of safety 
we demobilize.”’

that is not aggressively constructive.”’ 

“* And in every part of Italy where I 
have traveled,’’ I interpolated, ‘' wher- 
ever I have heard laments about

ment, I also have heard the insistent 
whisper, ‘Oh, we have a strong man— 
if only Mussolini gets into power!’ " 

* But,” protested Mussolini, and I 
thought not so very convincingly, “I 
am too young to be head of the Govern- 
ment. Italy’’—and his teeth flashed in 
a amile—*‘ loves old men.’’ And that was 
such a short time ago. But perhaps Mus- 
solini has aged in these last few weeks. 

Youth Against Age. 

“After all, Fascismo ts really the 
protest of youth,” I suggested; *‘a pro- 
test of youth against the doddering old 
inefficiency, isn’t it?’ 

** Yes,’’ replied Mussolint. 

**Yet you say you are too young.”’ 

“I do not seek power for myself,’’ 
he answered, ‘I am working for Italy. 
Italy’s hope. lies. in her youth. Stop 
and think just what Fascismo means 
and who the Fascisti are. ‘They are 
the flower of Italian youth, the young 
intellectuals, the young students, the 
splendid young men released from the 
war, the young workers. Why, our en- 
rolment. reaches to youths of fifteen.

‘ And remember, Fascismo is neither 
revolutionary nor reactionary, but it 
is against a demagogic State.” 

Looking at Mussolini, I saw him as 
the real leader of Italy, and his story 
came to mind. This man of iron, who, 
despite almost fatal wounds received in 
the war, shows_no trace of physical 
weakness, had a most extraordinary 
background for the Premiership of Italy. 

Mussolini was born in Romagna in 
1884. “You must not forget. that my 
father was an ironmonger,” he informed 
me when talking of his past. 

Mussolini fs one of the most cultured 
men in Italy, but he gleanéd his knowl- 
edge at no age-dried fonts of learning. 
In his early years he began an intel- 
lectual vagabondage which has given 
him an ~ international : erudition. He 
knows many languages, | heving worked 
at‘jobs of all sorts to finance himself 
while he studied the literature of other 
lavids in their native tongues. From his 
intellectual vagabondage he would often 
return to his home in Romagna, where, 
shut off from the world, he would give 
himself over to veritable debauches of 
study, At times he taught French, and 
always he wrote. His short stories are 
bitter and cynical, the fruit of his wan- 
derings.. 

Many-Sided Personality. 

Journalism was his real work. Finally 
he left home and books to become Sec- 
retary of Labor as well as editor of 
Avvenire at Trent. Later he was made 
editor of Cesare Battisti’s Popolo. Still 
later he edited The Struggle of the 
Classes in his. native Romagna, where 
he began his campaign to revise So- 
clalism and to» destroy republjcan 
bourgedisie. To him at that time So- 
clalism~ meant the. supremacy of the 
proletariat ya and Socialism was 
his .réligion.: -

It may. be worth while, therefore, to 
pass in review the arguments adduced 
by Mr. Hoover, and to attempt a con- 
structive criticism of a public servant 
who stands so deservedly high in the af- 
fections of the community. In the dis- 
cussion of the allied debt there are 
three fundamenta!] points. The first is 
the character of the obligations: the 
second refers to the ability of the debt- 
ors.to pay, and the third has to deal 
with the desirability on our part of in- 
sisting on immediate or early settle- 
ment. Let us take these points in 
order: 

L 


Mr. Hoover starts with the following 
statement: ‘‘ These loans were made at 
the urgent request of the borrowers and 
under their solemn assurances of re- 
payment. They have no relation to 
other nations or other debts. The Amer- 
ican taxpayer did not participate in 
reparations and acquired no territory 
or any other benefits under the treaty, 
as did our debtors. There is no doubt 
as to the moral or contractual obliga- 
‘tion. The repudiation of these loans 
would. undermine the whole fabric of 
international good faith. I do not be- 
HMeve any public official, either of the 
United States or any other country, could 
or should approve their cancellation.”’ 

As to the contractual obligation, there 
can, of course, be no question. The 
money was bortewed at the request of 
the Allies; it was loaned In good faith, 
and it indubitably constitutes a valid 
debt. But. £ the question of moral 
obligation the same? In the first place, 
contrary .to widespread. opinion, the 
loans to the Allies were to an over- 
whelming extent made say the war 
itself. Although private individuals 
loaned money to the belligerents, not a 
cent was advanced by the Government 
until. we entered the war. And while 
it is true that comparatively ‘small 
amounts were lent after the armistice, 
those” loans were made for expenses 
contracted during the war.

time that our aid in, the shape of actual 
combatants was insignificant. If the 
war was a joint enterprise, carried on 
for a common purpose, is there any 
more reason to separate the financial 
contribution than the human contribu- 
tion? When we finally put our army 
under the orders of Foch we fused our 
efforts with those of our allies and 
gave an indelfble stamp to our com- 
mon efforts. If we are to charge 
France and Italy for the wheat that 
kept their forces alive, for the uniforms 
that kept their soldiers’ warm while 
they held the battlefront, we might as 
well. charge so much a man for the 
American Army when it finally arrived. 

What actually happened was that the 
Allies furnished a huge armed ‘ force 
which only with difficulty witnstood the 
onset of the enemy. In this huge force 
the human element was represented pri- 
marily by France and Italy; the ma- 
terials were furnished largely by. Great 
Britain, and’ the fodd was contributed 
chiefly by the United States. All three 
elements were indispensable to the win- 
ning of the war; the absence of any of 
them would have spelled disaster. The 
mere fact that our chfef contribution 
was rendered in the shape of book 
credits must not be permitted to ob- 
scure the facts, 

It is true that we entered the contest 
with clean hands and with clean hearts; 
we poured out lavishly our treasures 
and. the lives of our soldiers, we had 
nothing ‘material to gain from victory 
and we sedulously refrained from even 
advancing any claim to the division of 
the spoils. So. far, so good. But con- 
sider the other side for a moment. 

Mr. Hoover tells us that America did 
not participate in reparations and ac- 
quired. no other benefits under the 
treaty. It is indeed true that we ac- 
qavfired no benefits ‘under the treaty, but 
is it true that we acquired no benefits 
from the ‘var? Is not the reverse the 
fact? While all ‘Burope was in a death 
grapple we, as the most important neu- 
tral, remained aloof and earned “incal- 
culable’ sums, 

At the very outset of the war Europe 
sent us millions of gold to pay for our 
supplies, and’ within a short time ‘the 
flood of materials which we sent abroad 
é¢reated such a prodigious European in- 
éebtedness that it changed the United 
States from the chief debtor nation of 
the ‘world to the chief creditor nation.

of untold prosperity. Is it, then, fair 
to’ urge that we pda eR bINg cat VE the 
war?

We advanced the money, indeed, in the 
form of loans, and legally our position 
is impregnable. What we actually did, 
however, was to defray our share of a 
éommon burdén which, if it were to be 
adjusted ‘ona truly equitable basis, 
would make us not the creditor but 
the debtor of the allied group. To in- 
sist now on our pound of flesh is to 
take the part of a Shylock standing on 
his legal rights, not of a high-minded 
partner in a joint and common enter- 
prise. 

When Mr. Hoover tells us that the Al- 
lies gave us their solemn assurance of 
repayment, he is undoubtedly correct. 
When a man borrows money he always 
avers his intention to’ repay. But it 
may be questioned whether any 6f the 
Allies seriously thought at that time of

French authorities and American relief 
agencies to clear up ‘a situation that has 
en distressing and none too healthy. 
Doteaaey relief had been given to 
sc-res of Americans in need of help, 
some of it from the private funds of 
American consuls and some of it from 
American individuals and business 
houses-here. But that did not solve the 
problem. ‘Recently it was decided to 
make a clean sweep of the Americans 
who wanted to get home and couldn't, 
and this picturesque movement westward 
across the Atlantic is the result. 

Cne shipping of the Americans is large- 
ly under the direction of the American 
Ala Society, an organization formed last 
March by leading members of the Amer- 
ican colony in Paris to co-ordinate the 
work of helping needy compatriots. The 
details of the work are being handled 
by Miss M. De 8S. Hanson, a Vassar 
graduate, who, has had several years’ 
social service experience in America and 
is now secretary of the society. 

When it was seen that some wholesale 
action was necessary to care for the 
stranded Americans, Miss Hanson wrote 
to consulates throughout Europe, out- 
lining the situation and seeking informa- 
tion and advice from them, Most of the 
consuls were having troubles of their| 
own with penniless Americans, and some 
of them were tiding over the neediest 
.cases with money from their own pock- 
ets. They were eager for a permanent 
solution. The American Embassy in: 
Paris» supported the movement,.and an 
‘appeal was made to the Department of 
State, which gained. from -the ‘United 


Many Face Hard Times. 


Many of those who are to be shipped 
back to New York are wondering what 
they will do after they get there, and 
those who live at a distance and have 
a few dollars are nursing their funds 
to carry them over the final lap of 
their journey. With each shipment of 
passengers will go a list, prepared by 
the American Aid Society after an in- 
vestigation of each case, giving direc- 
tions as to what disposition is necessary 
for each person. This list will be given 
to the Charities. Organization of New 
York. 


Many of the cases are truly pathetic, 
some of them tragic, Others*are funny. 
A few are disgusting. Some people be- 
come demoralized in Paris, and come 
to grief of their own fault. Others are 
the victimes of circumstances. Some are 
simply stupid. A surprisingly large 
number of tourists lose all track ef 
their finances and find it necessary to 
ask for help. They suddenly: find that 
they have not enough money left to pay 
their fare back home; sometimes they 
cannot even meéet their hotel bills. 
Often the circumstances that have led 
to their impoverishment are such that 
they hesitate to appeal to their fridnds 
or families... In the majority of these 
cases the money advanced them is a 
loan and eventually is repaid. ‘ 

There are @ good many.Americans in 
France who have lived abroad for years 
on money that they have saved or. in- 
herited, and who have reached or ere’ 
near the.enJ of their resources. Some 
of them have -been disown by - 
tives in the United States, and the 
help they can get is from a reélief.¢ 
ganization.

It is for her moral strength that we 
wish the United States to become a 
partner. If all the South American re- 
publics were in, with the United States 
at the head, our influence in the League 
would be overwhelming. That influence 
would never be used except for the 
great ends of peace and good under- 
standing. The League is every day 
creating things of universal interest and 
help; the technical organizations, for 
instance, and the Court. It is educating 
world opinion and carrying out co- 
operation wherever possible in this con- 
vulsive, post-war period. It is time 
to bring before the United States the 
real League of today.”’ 

Thinking of the month of travel that 
lies before these delegates from South 
America, I asked another question: 
“You, as well as we, have the Atlantic 
between you and Europe. Do you have 
the same repugnance at being mixed up 
in European tangles?”’ 

‘The war has shown us the political 
solidarity of the world,’’ was the an- 
swer. ‘‘A political problem may be 
local in the beginning, but grow to be a 
world menace, as in 1914. Who would 
have thought that a murder fn the Bal- 
kans would have brought the United 
States and Japan into a European war? 
It is a mistake to think that the League 
ought to take a hand in any little po- 
litical question, but it is there and ought 
to be titere to deal with any political 
question which, having become of world 
importance, is brought to her. It should 
be remembered that, far from being a 
super-State, the League's influence and 
power in respect of polltical questions 
are passive until each and ovary ‘mem- 
ber .of it wants it to be active. 

Perhaps the most interesting expen 
ence for any one sitting in the gallery 
of the Assembly Hall is to see-the dif- 
ferent types of men working together 
to solve the problems of the League. 
Except for the Orientals there is no 
more striking contrast, and at the same 
time similarity, 
Edwards and Dr. Nansen, both with 
benignant presence; the one dark, smil- 
Ing, having the grace of the Latin; the 
other serious and fair as his Viking 
ancestors. : 

Dr. Nansen is tke first delegate of 
Norway to the League Assembly. We 
know him in Amercia as an explorer; 
in Europe he is known as the savior 
of the Hves of two million people. 
When Europe wants to carry through 
some work of mercy of great difficulty 
she calls on Dr. Nansen. When the 
Assembly opened he was already Com- 
missioner for the Famine in Russia, 
and for the League he was Higk Com- 
missioner for the Repatriation of Pris- 
oners of War and for the Russian Refu- 
gees in Constantinople. Now he is also 
Commissioner for the Relief of the 
Refugees in Asia Minor, and as I write

Dr. Nansen was as definite as Sefior 
Wdwards regarditig the value of ths 
League to the small powers. — ** It has 
put them in a far better position. than 
they could possibly have been without 
it,” he said, ‘Before the war the 
great powers ruled the world, unhin- 
dered... Now, thanks to the League, it 
{s possible for the small powers to ex- 
press their opinions on any great inter- 
national questions and to discuss them 
with the great powers and make them- 
selves heard, It fs the publipity of the 
Assembly proceedings that gives the 
small powers their force, It is the 
journalists in the gallery and the public 
opinion which they help to form that 
creates an international atmosphere that 
did not exist before the war.” 

As to the League being a super-State, 
Dr. Nansen was as firm as Sefior Ed- 
wards, and pointed to the recent action 
on disarmament as proof. 

**There has been no effort, by those 
ef one point of view to impose their 
wishes ‘on others, but, on the contrary, 
they have gone only so far as they could 
find a mutual agreement,” he said. 

“The sovereignty of the small powers 
is as‘ cheerfully recognized as.the sov- 
ereignty of the great powers, and the 
right of every one to disagree is re- 
spected. Moreover, the Council Istens 
to the Assembly and bows to fits wishes. 
It will be a source of strength to the 
small powers to have two more seats on 
the Council, which has just been voted. 
So far, however, antagonism between 
small and great mowers has not de- 
veloped.”

national govecreignty.'’ The Covenant, if 
ratified, ‘‘ would legalize the mastery 
of might and would mean that the pow- 
erful would, in law and fact, be over;

GERMAN TAXATION A GROWING BURDEN | 





HE following excerpt from Cur- 
rent Opinion, an English indus- 
trial magazine, shows the taxa- 
tion problems of the Germans. 
It is interesting to note that Ger-

IME was not so long ago when an 
opera program read

know how difficult a matter it was. 

A short time ago the writer was in an 
Italian restaurant in. one of the pide 
streets leading off Broadway.

That for many years has been the at- 
titude of the American mind toward 
music.

So long as the offering was 
smothered in foreign sauces it wag con- 
sidered the last word in_ perfection. 
America, it was argued, was artistically 
young, had made no contribution to cul- 
ture, was uncouth and unlettered. It 
was unreasonable to expect anything’ in 
the way of talent or genius from a per- 
son whose voice bad first measured its 
strength on the Western prairies or in 
Eastern back yards. America had no 
musical tradition. 

All this has changed. A singer with 
an American voice and sufficient funds 
and publicity could, in more than rere 
instances, command a New York 
audience. The people out West, how- 
ever, -were ‘‘tew darn sly” for that. 
You .couldn’t pull the wool over their 
eyes. They wanted the real thing and 
thet meant a Signor, .a Signorina or a 
Signora..

It took Edward Johnson, or *‘ Eddie!

First, there was such 
a drop in freight rates that stagnation 
was brought into the shipping business.

What we need in this country is a 
more thorough study of what Mr. 
Hoover concedes to be complex elements 
in the problem, When that study is 
made it will in every. judgment lead 
the American people to the conclusion 
that they cannot afford to press for 
an immediate repayment of the debt, 
or even for such a refunding as is con- 
templated in the law. 

It may indeed be just as well to keep 
the debt on the books for a time. We 
have ample precedent for this, as in the 
case of the Turkish debt owing to Russia 
before the war. It may be good politics 
occasionally to remind our debtors po- 
litely of the fact that there is a debt. 
But would it not be both generous and 
wise for us to co-operate with our 
debtors in some project which would look 
to the- utilization of those debts as a 
means of reconstruction’ of a shattered 
world? 

The debt cannot’ bé paid, and if it 
could be paid it would harm us more 
than our debtors. As a matter not simply 
of equity, but of good business, let us 
study the matter further. We must not 
harbor the delusion that we can any 
longer be sufficient unto ourselves Alone. 
More and more we shall have to depend 
on our exports,. whether of raw materials 
or of manufactured products. Let us not, 
in the excess of our zeal, kill with one 
stone two birds each of which we should 
seek to keep alive—the: one, the hope of 
European regeneration {n the interests 
of a broad humanity; the other, our 
own prosperity, which will surely be im- 
periled by the ruin or the ill-will of-our

American Business Man Offers Plan 
For Collection of the Foreign Debt 





By GEORGE GARLAND ALLEN, 


The author is an Amertoan business 
man of broad experience. He is Presi- 
dent of the Garland Steamship Corpora- 
tion and Vice President of the British- 
American Tobacco Company. Mr. Allen’s 
proposal is of especial interest. in view 
of the fact that President Harding has 
offered a prize for any practical, con- 
crete suggestion for the collection of 
the foreign debt to the United States. 


HE principal nations of the earth 
are in varying stages of »ex- 
haustion as “the result of the 
physical and financial losses 
sustained during the war. The 

obligations incurred to finance the war 
/seem to have so engulfed some of them 
as to produce a state of mind of utter 
hopelessness, while others in an honest 
effort to meet their obligations are lit- 
erally staggering under the load of de- 
structive and oppressive taxation. 

The question of the huge international 
debts is the one most puzzling, and un- 
til some fair and workable formula is 
applied the world conditions will go from 
bad to worse. Not until then will there 
be even incentive for peoples of the 
various countriés to again put forth 
their best endeavors. 

There has been a great deal of dis- 
cussion in the press of the United States 
and of foreign countries in reference to 
the proper method of handling these in- 
ternational debts. Certain suggestions 
have been made as to allocating these 
debts along various lines, but no con- 
crete suggestion has yet been pt forth 
which, in any measure, offers & solu- 
tion of the problem. 

Perhaps the one suggestion which has 
most often been made is the out-and-out 
cancellation on the part of the Allies 
and the United States of America of all 
war debts, but for political and practical 
reasons this suggestion has met with no 
popular approval in the United States. 
The United States is a large creditor 
nation, If, as has been suggested, the 
United States should propose to cancel 
all debts owed by the Allies, or should 
the United States accept such a proposal 
from any of the Allies, our war expendi- 
tures would be so far in excess of those 
of the Allies that the acceptance of such 
a proposal would result in a charitable 
contribution by the United States. As a 
matter of self-respeet, if for no other 
reason,. the responsible allied nations, 
regardless of their present financial con- 
dition, are neither asking nor are they 
willing to accept charity from the United 
States. In all probability such a sug- 
gestion mada by the United States would 
not be kindly received by the leading 
allied nations, because they regard these 
debts as binding obligations, incurred in 
good faith. 

Human welfare demands that there be 
no great delay in Giscovering and putting 
into effect some workable plan to solve 
this international question. I do, how- 
ever, believe-that negotiations should be 
opened to the end that an arrangement 
may be made which will restore good- 
will among the nations, relieve the credit 
situation and thus open once again the 
avenues of commerce. 

THe suggestion which I offer in this 
article is made with the hope ‘that it 
may be 2 foundation upon which we 
ean work out such a settlement for the 
mutual benefit of all parties concerned. 
If this plan is worked out in a spirit 
of fairness and made sufficiently flex- 
ible so as to be applicable to the needs 
of each nation involved it will justify 
an. honest effort to alleviate the de- 
plorable conditions .which now exist, 

I- offer the following as a basis for 
discussion: 

Tc illustrate the idea I have in mind, 
ake the case’ of Wngland’s debt to us; 
we should say to England: ‘‘ You owe 
us between $4,000,000,000. and $5,000,000, - 
000, We know :that you: recognize this 
debt, but we believe: that under the 
circumstances ‘fin which the major por- 
tion of it was coritracted it is only fair 
that we’ should share a part of the 
-purden with «you, “If you -will-agree to 
pay .to.us in -London annually” an

We will not purchase your Government 
bonds. 

“3. Organize an American holding cor-

“* 4. Cancelall past and future interest 
charges on your debt.” 

By this process the British Govern- 
ment would be relieved of the necessity 
of sending any large sums of money out 
of the country in payment of her debt 
to us. We would eventually get: back 
the principal of the debt, but “without 
interest. This loss of interest, however, 
would be compensated for in a measure 
commensurate with the prosperity of 
the British enterprises in which the 
Ameriean corporation had invested the 


proceeds of the payments. from the : 


British Government. 

We might even go so far as to say 
that we would be willing to invest a 
percentage of these receipts in néw de- 
velopments of a public nature where 90 
per cent. of the capital for such new 
developments was rdised in England. 

England could work out a similar 
scheme with’ France, France with Italy, 
and so on. 

In the case of Germany, the nations 
entitled to reparations under the Ver- 
sailles Treaty should say to her: ‘‘ You 
make payments in gold for 25 per ceht. 
of your indebtedness; the remaining 75 
per cent. shall be paid to us in the man- 
ner hereinabove set forth, to be rein- 
vested in German enterprises.’’ 

If such a scheme as -herein outlined 
should be adopted, I would suggest that 
the members of the Federal Reserve 
Board should have sole discretion in the 
purchase, be the custogigigs of the se- 
curities purchased in the warious foreign 
countries, and that the members of said 
board be the officers and directors of 
the American holding company. This 
step would reduce the political control 
of the holding corhpany to a minimum. 

Without going into minute details, I 
have endeavored to set forth ina gen- 
eral way an outline of a plan which I 
believe ,to be fair, thoroughly work- 
able and one which will in a practical 
way meet the most crying need of the 
world today.

car. The New York requirement, and 
that of most States, is 50 feet. 

For oil or acetylene lamps, the Massa- 
chusetts requirements specify a. four- 
candle power Nght and these lamps may 
be placed at the left end of the plate. 
‘The Massachusetts tail-lamp law has 
been discussed by the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, and one .of the 
members stated that the original re- 
quirement of making the lamp and 
bracket an integral part of the humber 
plate had been modified to the extent 
that the lamp should be solidly affixed 
to the plate. 


Conformity with this law will make it 
necessary for the manufacturers selling 
cars in Massachusetts, and that includes 
all of the makers of standard cars, to 
manufacture a new style of rear lamp. 
The committee of the National Automobile 


Chamber of Commerce has, very wisely, | 


suggested a voluntary acceptance of the 
law. The result will virtually be that 
all cars will, in the near future, be fit- 
ted with rear Hights conformable to the 
thereby automatt- 


cally enacting better regulations in all) 


States whether done by legislative act 
or not. Indeed, it is stated that all of 
the other nine States’ in the interstate 
conference for uniformity in motor laws 
will soon adopt the Massachusetts policy, 
perhaps with minor improvements. For 
owners of old cars in Massachusetts Mr. 
Devine is quoted as saying that the ex- 
pense of providing proper rear lamps 
will not exceed $3, and some of the tail 
lamps submitted and approved can De 
made to sell for $1.50 to $2, a- cording to 
the information given to Mr. Devine. 


An investigation of tail-light efficiency 
was lately made by Registrar Goodwin 
in several cities, and of 205 cars stopped 
and whose redr lights were tested, 
only one was found that conformed to 
the new law. In 176 cases the lamp 
was improperly located, in 124 cases the 
lamp had defective celluloid or no cov- 
ering of the lamp slot, and in 
$97 cases the slot was too small. 
Practically every carefully observer of 
automobiles on the city streets at night 
will recognize that the rear lighting, in 
so far as it illuminates the plate num- 
ber, is not what tre law requires it to 
be. At a distance of even 25 feet it 
would often be difficult to see the en- 
tire number. Two or three figures 
might stand out with tolerable clearness. 
The law does not state how the lamp 
shall be affixed, and, so far as known, 
Massachusetts, is the first State to es- 
tablish a definite situation where the 
light may do tre most good. 


Another detrimental feature in regard 
to the illumination of number plates is 
due to their grimy and dusty condition. 
This may be due to carelessness, but it 
is quite possible that some owners do 
not object to a little obscurity caused by 
the dust and grime of the road. In

ARMS AND THE STATE. 
To the Editor of The New York. Times; 

Allan H. Gilbert asks’ if ‘it is constitu- 
tional for States or cities to require a 
Hcense from citizens who wish to carry 
revolvers. He cites the Second Amend- 
Ment to the United States Constitution 
against infringement of the right of 
the ‘people to keep and bear arins. Aside 
from. the fact that the right is not. in- 
fringed by requiring a license, Mr. Gil- 
bert falls into a common error in as- 
suming that the Setond Amendment is a 
check on States and cities. As pointed 
out by Professor Westel W. Willoughby 
in his ‘Constitutional Law of the 
United ‘ States,” Students’ Edition, the 
first nine amendménts limit ‘not. the 
States but the Federal Government. At 
page 65 the professor writes: ‘‘ Prior 
to the adoptigh. ef the -Fourteenth 
Amendment in 1868 the laws of the in- 
dividual States, so long’as they related 
to subjects dver which the States had 
the: fight of legislation, were not sub- 
ject to examination in Federal Courts 
with a view to ascertaining whether 
they. deprived any one of life, liberty ‘or 
poome’y, without due process ‘of law or 
den to any one equal legal protection. 
The_ first nine amendments to the Fed- 
eral Constitution which enumerated the 
fundamen’ rights of individuals that 
might not be. violated were, from. the 
b ng, coristrued to limit not the 
States but only the Federal Government.

To the Editor of The New York Times:’ 
Since much publicity. has recently been 
given to the complaints of Americans re- 


incivility. and discourtesy, perhaps in 
justice to. foreigners and thousands of 
non-complaining Americans, it is well to 
place the blame where it belongs.. There 
is just one reason why the- American 
traveler, and particularly the tourist, 
sometimes meets with what he is pleased 
to term uncivil treatment, and that réa- 
son is—himself. Anticipating exceptions 


hastens to state that he was born and 
raised in the United States of America 
and knows every part of the country 
from Calgary to Key West-and New- 
foundland to Panama, resided abroad 
for extended periods and traveled ex- 
tensively in Hurope, Asia and Africa. 
Never at any time, in any country, 
either before, during .or since the war, 
have I received the slightest discourtesy 
on account of being an American. | 

The American who: complains of his 
treatment abroad is no new species. He 
is the type who goes from New York 
to San Francisco and complains of the 
fogs and fleas, or the Californian who 
comes Hast and boasts of the Golden 
West, the Northerner who finds fault 
with the South and the Southerner who 
disapproves of everything north of the 
Mason and Dixon line. He is the type 
of person with a pinched perspective 
who never accepts things as they are 
but wants them according to his con- 
ception of things as they should be. 
When this kind of American sometimes 
meets with unkind treatment abroad— 
the chances are he deserved it. 

Many Americans traveling abroad, 
particularly the American tourists, are, 
to speak quite bluntly, annoying and 
irritating individuals, who by their very 
manner incite foreigners to occasional 
remarks or actions which, according to 
their story, are entirely unwarranted. 
st type I have met by the score in 
every aed Of course America has no 
monopoly on this breed of traveler, he 
is a native of all countries, but the 
foreign complainers have not been 
breaking into print lately. 

Some of the returning ones complain 
of the charges in the foreign restaurants 
and- hotels, forgetting, about the extor- 
tionate priges that are asked, and ob- 

ned, some of our own places of 
similar class. They complain of the 
crowded trains and trams, and one won- 
ders if they never stood up in one of 
our railway; trains, particularly in the 
West durt certain seasons, or on the 
“*L, in Chicago or the ‘‘ sub” in New 
York.

WHAT THE PATIENT. WANTS. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In Tam Times, Oct. 28; Dr. Hermann 
M.. Biggs, State Commissioner of Health, 
denies having advocated any kind of 
compulsory State medical inspection of 
the individual citizen, except as‘ sich 
inspection is now carried ‘on practically 
everywhere in our public schools and in 
charitable and penal institutions, and 
adds that ‘*& prying inquest’. by pub- 
lic authority into the physical condition 
of the adult citizen would be utterly re- 
pugnant to American ideas of individual 
rights, and of the proper sphere of gov- 
ernment.’’ Dr. Biggs calls special atten- 
tion to complete médical examinations 
as, in his opinion, being needed instead 
of hasty examinations, and also states 
that ‘“‘ the-utmost degree of confidence 
and co-operation on the part of the pa- 
tient’ is required {f anything is to be 
accomplished,.’’. From this I fail to un- 
derstand why Dr. Biggs did: not go fur- 
ther and admit that the objections which 
he raises to compulsory examination of 
adults also apply to the superficial ex- 
aminations now being made of children 
attending the public schools. 

Dr. Copeland was quoted in the local 
press Sept. 20 as saying that ‘‘ for the 
more than 1,000,000 school children we 
have but ninety-four inspectors, with 
each inspector supposedly caring for i1,- 
000 children.’* The medical éxaminations 
of school children are therefore super- 
ficial, Whether or not children in the 
public schools would be benefited by a 
more thorough ‘examination or whether 
adults would be benefited by voluntarily 
going to a physician and receiving what 
Dr. .-Biggs. refers to as “a lete 
medical ‘survey’’ isa controversial 
question and one which should be con- 
sidered as a private problem and not as 
a public health question. The fact that 
there _is:some doubt as to the value of 
the more complete medical examinations 
now offeredis brought. out in the fol- 
lowing quotation from an address by Dr: 
Martin H. Pischer, in which Dr. Fischer 
likens the service of the group clinic 
to that of the cafeteria, in which one 
can serve one’s self to a diagnosis as one 
serves one’s self to a meal:

PARACHUTES ON AIRPLANES

chutes are in daily. use’ on arm y air- 
planes. They have been used<in: emer- 
gency jumps many times and “probably. 
have saved: many lives. Wearing 2 
parachute for every airplane trip would 
be like wearing a life preserver all the 
time during every boat.ride. A “para 
chute is a very bulky affair and is very, 

venient to wear, as it is strapped 

on the ‘batk of-the-aviator or-uséd-as -a 
cushion’ to sit-on. ‘To expect a pitot or 
passenger to jump whenever anything 
appears to go wrong would cause’ more 
accidents than. under the present condi- 
tions. : j 

The captain.of a ship is always 
praised for staying’ aboard until.every 
one else is off and for remaining with 
his ship until she goes down. The same 
spirit prompts the pilot to stay with 
his airplane. In the few cases where 
parachutes may be of use, that is,. when 
the machine is hopelessly out of control 
near the ground, they are of do@btful 
value, because they will not open in 
time. The parachute is of great use in 
experimental flying, as in the case of 
Lieutenant Harris; in the case of fire or 
in warfare, when the saving of a pilot 





on a mission is of prime importance, 


Every army airship carries parachutes 
for every passenger and they are used 
constantly. The danger of an airplane 
being deserted in mid-air by a pilot and 
set free to become a menace to’. those 
on the ground is almost unthinkable and’ 
would not aid in the advancément of 
flying. 

. As to stabilizers, they are being made’ 
use ‘of, but instead of being ‘accessories 
are_now incorporated in the design of 
the airplane itself.” Stable airplanes are 
excellent for commercial aviation; as 
they practically fly themselves-when set 
on. their course. But a stable airplane 
has the disadvantage of being difficult 
tO. Manoeuvre for war purposes—the 
great quality desired in fighting -air- 
craft, as well as speed. What afte 
usually called stabilizers might better 
be described as automatic pilots. These 
devices automatically keep an airplane 
on an even keel so that the pilot. merely 
has to set the course and the ship flies 
itself. These devices are particularly 
useful on large -weight-carrying ma- 
chines, as they greatly reduce the strain 
on the pilot. In small airplanes, or 
those in which manoeuvrability is de- 
sired, the automatic pilots are of little 
practical -use and would not prevent 
accidents. Inherent stability is not de- 
sired in these machines for the same

It is 
a pity, though, that most of the opin- 
fons expressed relate to such extraneous 
topics as the ‘‘ rights '’ of the mediocre, 
the need of the poorer-classes for cul" 
ture, &c.° -Isn’trit:about time that: we 
faced the facts that culture is some- 
thing higher and better than good things 
to eat and drink, and. that mediocrity 
deserves no more consideration in an 
educational: institution..than .it receives 
in any other sphere of activity? To as- 
sert the contrary is merely to substitute 
maudlin sentimentality. for the facts of 
human experience. t 

Every educator desires to. see as many 
people obtain an education as can do 
so. But no educator who deserves that, 
title desires to sée even one person ac-« 
quire a pseudo-education. For the last 
twenty-five years we have been trying 
the experiment of allowing boys to enter 
college on certificate, of allowing them 
to offer for admission a wide range of 
elective subjects, and of permitting them. 
to offer for @ degree almost anything 
under, the:sun. The results, have been: 
disastrous. The hope ‘of those who in 
augurated this experiment was that 
great numbers of students. would take 
advantage of the opportunity of acquir- 
ing a cultural education. What has 
happened is that the. present college 
generation is immeasurably more con-.

The selection of Harvard, Yale, Colum- 
bia, Chi o, Cornell ‘and Michigan by 
Professor Albert Bushnell Hart of Har- 
vard as the only institutions: in the 
United States of a truly national char- 
acter has raised a storm of protest in 
the, university, The ualifying factors 
in the selection were the importance of 
@ university’s influence upon American 
history, the adequacy of its curricula, 
and the extent of diffusion: of its student 
body. That the university should have 
been neglected under those conditions 
is seemingly inexplicable to those who 
know the history and character of the 
institution. The men believe that in 
these very qualities the university most 
greatly excels. ; 

How can Professor Hart do otherwise 
than include Pennsylvania in his list? 
The university had more of its sons in 
the Continental Congress than did any 
other. Although it is trie that oe 
the nineteenth century.Pennsylvania didJ 

ot have-ag many prominent : | 
Hitieat lite, Professor Hart ts’ 
sno ito. know. that that “is 
— phase of nation story. 
of the six‘‘ national’’ universities were 
not even in existence during the greater 
portion of that period. At present Penn- 
ayivanis can safely offer fot comparison 
the achievements of its living alumni 
with any of those of the selected six. 

The. adequacy of Pennsylvania’s cur- 
ricula seems even less open' to criticism.

Before the World War the Turkish 
Empire contained, according to unre- 
futed French statistics, 2,380,000 Arme- 
nians,- of whom 1,222,000 lived in the 
Armenian provinces of Erzeroum, Van, 
Bitlis, Harpoot, Diarbekir, Sivas and 
Cilicia. 

In the answer of the Allies, sent by 
M. Millerand on July 16, 1920, to the 
Turkish Government, we find the fol- 
lowing: 
~‘* © * * During the war the record 
of the Turkish Government in massacre, 
in deportation, in the maltreatment of 
prisoners of war, exceeded even its own 
record. It is estimated that since 1914 
it has massacred, on the mendacious 
pretext of an alleged revolt, 800,000 Ar- 
menians, including women and _ chil- 
dren, and expelled or deported more 
than 200,000 Greeks and 000 Arme- 
nians from their homes. * * *”

Nothing but a stro and ruth- 
less military power could festore and 
make practicable the old / boundaries, 
and the cost of this would soon be as 
great as the cost of the new solution 
which is being worked out. 


It will take time to complete the ar- 
rangement, and in the meanwhile there 
will be some inconveniences, delays 
and a great deal of stupidity, but this 
will wear away. Central Burope is in 
process of reconstruction, and when we 
become accustomed to the new map 
of Europe, the new art centres, the new 
centres of culture and of business, we 
will cease to talk of the difficulties in 
following the routes of the past’ and 
we will realize that new combinations 
can be formed which will be more de- 
sirable than those which we have al- 
ways known. If the new countries can 
be given a few years more of peace, a 
few yéars of respite from distrust and 
rumor, from attack and turmoil, we will 
see 2 new and working organism, not 
the Europe of 1914, but something new 
and broader and more representative of 
the various cultures and achievements 
of the entire population of the con- 
tinent.

THE HOUSING CRISIS IN,OLD AND NEW AMSTERDAM “ 
COMPARISON OF METHODS USED TO MEET SITUATION 





_ Exhaustive Report on Situation and Says i amine Is a Long Way oe 
From Being Solved © 


The housing crisis and a comparison 
of the methods’ adopted by the City of 
New York and the City of Amsterdam, 
Holland, are the subject of a lengthy re- 
port ed last week by Clarence 8. 
Stein, Chairman of the Committee on 
Community Planning. of the American 
Institute of Architects. 

The speculative builder and the profi- 
teering landlord are severely criticised 
in Mr. Stern’s’ report, which says in 
part: 

**It became apparent to every one of 
intelligence in Holland—as it might have 
in America—that houses were not being 
built because most workers could not 





pointed a commission to investigate 
rents—the Mayor appointed a powerless 
rent committee. 

“* No one seemed to connect rents’ with 
housing scarcity. And what was the 
use? There was no profit in building 
houses when the prices were at the top 
and no one knew when they would drop. 
Any builder would be a fool to build at 


such a time unless he was in business to 
lose money. 


‘“And who would lend him money if 
he did not want to build? Not the in- 
surance companies or the loaning institu- 
tions. Their representatives appeared 
before the Governor’s Reconstruction 


had been a criminal and would never 
do it :again.- The price of materials 
dropped in-New York — but curiously 
enough’ with no Untermyer in Amster- 
dam prices also fell. . Yet in New York 
the poor and the’ poor middle class are 
still huddled two families in an apart- 
ment, and-no one is building homes for 
them, 

** What has been the result of the mad 
building..of the past year: which must 
at ‘least. be paid for in part by the 
citizens of New York? For tax exemp- 
tion is a subsidy.. That which the own- 
ers of the new houses do not pay must 
be paid by the other property owners, 























possibly pay what is called an economic 
rent based on the inflated cost of build- 
ing and the increased interest rates. 

“ Amsterdam-and Holland faced the 
problem in a very practical way. Houses 
they must have. An economic rent could 
not be secured, 

“So. in 1919 the Government decided 
to pay asa subsidy to munftipalitiesor 
societies on all houses they erected the 
difference between the economic rent 
and the rent that a worker could af- 
ford. 

‘‘Three-quarters of this subsidy is 
paid by.the nation, the rest by the city; 
it is given, however, only on condition 
that a reasonable rent is charged: 

“The rents are fixed on the basis of 
one-sixth or one-seventh of the income 
of the tenant. 

“AS a result of emergency legislation 
passed in 1918 not only did the societies 
actively enter the field again but the 
municipal Government also commenced 
to build directly. 

** From-1918 to 1921 the city erected 
2,169 houses, while the societies con- 
structed 3,705. 

“There are today 1,058 municipal 
houses and 3,019 housing societies’ 
houses in course of erection, and both 
the city and the societies have more 
than doubled the numbers of dwellings 
planned. Supervision of the construction 
of all these houses, those of the so- 
cleties as well as of the city, is under 


the control of the municipal housing de- 


partment, which must approve all de- 
signs. ‘In case a ‘society fails, the mu- 
nicipality must accept financial responsi- 
bility ; in short, the responsibility of this 
whole colossal housing operation is cen- 
tred in the housing department of Am- 
sterdam, directed by a big-calibre archi- 
tect—Keppler by name. 

**In spite of the opinion of many of 
those who have had most experience 
and who have given most thought to the 


; matter—that housing should be a.-ser- 


vice and not a business—the Government 
ultimately decided to offer assistance to 
The speculators who 
had built 3,504 houses in 1912 and 1,756 
in 1914 erected only 17 in 1919. At first 
the subsidy offered was based on the 
differen between the real cost at the 
time of erection of the building and the 
cost on which an economic rent could be 
charged—and there were certain restric- 
tions as to the rental. 

“These restrictions met with strong 
objection from speculators, and they 
succeeded in having the law revised in 
1920. The new subsidy is a fixed amount 
for each square meter, with a maximum, 
which was at first 2,000 francs ($800) 
and is now 600 francs ). 

‘The private builder may also borrow 
capital on mortgage from the Govern- 
ment for een years at 6 per cent, 
This capital-is paid by the Government 
to the city, which may accept or refuse 
the responsibility of lending it. In spite 
of these inducements, the private ie. 
ers are erecting fewer houses than the 
societies or the. municipality.

‘“‘1. Housing and city planning com- 
missions and committees for the State 
and cities. 

*“*2. The lending of State money for 
long terms at low rates of interest. 

‘*3. Municipal ownership of land on 
which the municipality or others might 
erect houses. 

** This program that would have seemed 
so feeble in Holland was altogether too 
revolutionary for New York. Rather 
no housts than take the business from 
the speculator. He must be revived 
and brought back into the building 
game. 

‘‘So it was finally decided that a 
bonus should be offered, one that didn’t 
look like a direct gift, for it would not 
do to admit that the State or ‘city was 
taking a part in housing—it would not 
do to admit the fact that an American 


citizen could not pay for his own home 
—that the Government had to help him 


ut. 

“So the ,bonus was camouflaged—it 
was called ‘tax exemption.’ ‘This sub- 
sidy was not to be given to the poor 
worker, white collar or otherwise. It 
was for the builder or landlord. He

‘““Why not? Is he not in the housing 
business to get as much profit as he 
can?

In- 
stead of the ever-repeating circular ca- 
nals the new portions are laid out on 
streets. 


“There are few broad . avenues—the 
through traffic will apparently still be 
carried in and out of the city by water 
on the Amstel or the comparatively few 
canals that divide the- newer regions. 
The roads are in the main straight and 
in many places parallel, but there is a 
constant relief from the monotony of 
the checker-board pattern. 

Small and large parks and playgrounds 
here and there add a. foreground of 
green to the buildings. And all thé 
blocks, whether of single family, two 
family or apartment houses are built 
around great open courts. -There is 
generally plenty of opening between the 
groups of buildings to let the air pass 
freely in and out of this garden block 
centre. All these houses+whether erect- 
ed by the municipality, the societies or 
builders borrowing from the Government 
—must meet the approval of the city 
housing department. Apparently there js 
nothing bureaucratic about the depart- 
ment of which the energetic, broad- 
minded Keppler is the head. 

“There ts a great variety in the ex- 
ternal treatment of the new apartments 
that make up the larger part of the 
building now under way. Thesé are éx- 
amples of the. old Dutch gabled archi- 
tecture and many examples of a new 
type of design that cannot be classified.

ola deviate “kias very few of the 
old families remain’ which made the 
Harlem section of the city a delightful 
community residential locality a quarter 
of a century ago and more—who have 
‘visited their home vicinity recently may 
have noticed the departure of one of the 
oldest landmarks in that part of the 
city. This if, or was, the ancient wooden 
single-story house on the northeast. cor- 
ner of Lenox Avenue ‘and 129th. Street, 
with the familiar greenhouses adjoin- 
ing. From the days of the aborigines 
that corner never had any other build- 
ings on it than those recently demol- 
ished. 
inhabitant that corner plot has been 
used as a garden and florist’s head- 
quarters and it has often occasioned 
surprise that.no apartment house was 
erected there. 

The plot was owned for more than 
three-quarters of a century’ by the Astor 
estate, which. formerly owned all of the 
block bounded by Fifth and Lenox Ave- 
nues, 129th and 130th Streets. Ten years 


improved with a taxpayer structure for 
stores, but the quaint wooden shack and 
greenhouses on the 129th Street portion 
remained ta, recall times when Harlem 
was a village. During the war -the 
vacant patch was utilized for vegetable 
gardéns. and it attracted considerable 
interest from strangers. After that the 
greenhouses fell into decay and in the 
past year or two — degenerated into 
ruins. . 
A short time ago the plot was leased 
ine the ‘Astor estate by the Harlem 
florist firm known as Massas, and last 
Fall it was purchased from ‘the estate 
and title passed in January this year to 
Clara S. Massas. 


was torn dewn and a taxpayer. building is 
being erected which will provide a:dozen 
or more stores on the Lenox Avenuc 
and 129th Street frontages. A second 
story is also being erected on the tax- 
payer structure on the 130th Street cor- 
ner, the additional space to be utilized 
as a billiard room. 

Many years ago the corner plot with 
dts greenhouses was occupied by a flor- 
ist and gardener named Charles Ammon 
and Bryan L, Kennelly, the auctioneer, 
remembers hearing his father, William 
Kennelly, who lives at 51 West 130th 
Street, speak of the attractive garden 
and magnificent flowers cultivated 
there. It has been said that the ancient 
shack was seventy-five years old, but if 
that is exaggerated, its age was fully 
half a century. In early days 129th 
Street -was' one of the chief thorough- 
fares in Harlem and a dozen years ago 
there was another wooden home but of a 
more dignified character, just east of 
the corner with an aged elzn in front of 
it. That and other fine trees formeriy 
in the block passed away some time ago. 

Within the last half dozen years the 
Astor estate and heirs have disposed of 
all their property in that bi The 

| most interesting feature was the row of 
| single family brick houses on the south 
| side of 130th Street erected in the early 
| fifties. Set back from the street with 
| ample plazzas and shaded with trees, 

these houses were always in demand 
and many of the old Harlem families 
| resided in them. With the southerly en- 
| croachment of the colored population 
| three years ago, the white tenants left 
and since that time the houses have 
| been sold and practically all are now 
{ occupied by colored families. 

On the north side of the block, near 
i Fifth Avenue, is the artistic Presby- 
;terlan Chureh of the Puritans, one of 
the handsomest religious edifices in 
Harlem.

DENMARK’S REALTY TAXES. 


New Laws Involve Principle of the 
Single Tax. 


On the last day of the recent session 
of the Danish Parliament a law was 
passed entitled ‘‘ State Taxation on Real 
Estate."’ No public comment ac- 
companied its passage, although the law 
marks an innovation: in the Danish 
methods of taxation on real estate which 
may have -far-reaching consequences, 
for in this law the principle of single

Former Head of Scotland Yard 
Also Tells in Lecture the Real 
Story of Rasputin’s Murder. 


Sir Basil Thomson, former head of 
the Criminal Investigation Department 
(Scotland Yard), who during the war 
was the British Director of Intelligence, 
declared last night in a lecture before 
a crowded audience in the Broadhurst 
Theatre that the German Kaiser did 
not favor the invasion of Belgium as a 
means of entry into France, but 
vigorously opposed such a step, finally 
yielding at the last moment to the Ger- 
man General Staff, who practically of- 
fered him a choice between abdication 
and signing the order for the advance 
into Belgium. Sir Basil explained that 


through Scotland Yard. 

‘“‘ Traill, speaking of James II., said: 
‘Dethroned monarchs owe it to their 
Peputation to’ die, upon. the scaffold or 
the battlefield,’ ”’ ‘said Sir Basil. ‘‘ We 
have learned -a good deal about the 
Kaiser since the war. We used to be- 
lieve that he alone was responsible for 
the invasion of Belgium. As a matter 

of: fact, this is what happened: 

“The General Staff had resolved jupon 
the invasion of ‘Belgium and they: put 
their plans before the Kaiser. He vetoed 
them. 

** This sitdetlon; continued for forty- 
eight hours and after- the General Staff 
had issued the orders for the army to 
advance, von Moltke went to the 
Kaiser’s bedroom at 2 in the morning 
and asked him to sign the order. He re- 
fused. ‘Von Moltke then said that the 
safety of the Fatherland had devolved 
upon the General Staff and, “If your 
Majesty refuses to sign, the General 
Staff must take the responsibility.’ 

Vielded Rather Than Abdicate. 


'In other words, the Kaiser must 
choose between abdication and approval, 
and he took the latter course. 

“We have learned from von Gréner 
who succeeded Lundendorff as Chief of 
the General Staff just before the ar- 
mistiee, about the’ real reason why the 
Kaiser went into Holland. The staff 
deptued von Gréner to break to the 
Kaiser the news of the revolution in 
Berlin. He went into the room and 
found the,Kaiser sitting. He said: 
.“* Sit, it is my duty to inform you 
that there is no chance now of stopping 
the efiemy advance.’ 

-“'The Kaiser showed no _ emotion. 
Probably. he knew the fact as well as 
they did. Ven Griéner said: 

‘** Sir, a revolution has broken out in 
Berlin.’ 

“The Kaiser —— to his feet and 
said: 

*** * Then I will lead the troops to Ber- 
lin in person.’ 

‘"Then Gréner confessed that he did 
hot know what to say, and he said: 

«Tt is my duty to tell your Majesty 
that your life will not be safe with your 
own ‘soldiers.’

ELECTION DAY ORDER '* 


Enright Tells Them of Prison 
Menace for Neglect of 
Duties at Polls. 


RESPONSIBLE FOR: CRIMES

Must Memorize’ Requirements of 
Election Law-— Sweeping In-. 
structions Amaze Department. 


\ ‘ 


Sweeping orders were issued by Police 
Enright yesterday to 


every patrolman on duty. in a polling 
Place personally responsible under the 
penal law for the proper performance 
of duty by election officials. and for the 
protection of ‘watchers. 

A section of the orders points out that 
any policeman, as a public official, who 
refuses or neglects to perform an act 
required of him bythe Blection law, or 
who refuses to permit the doing of atly 
act required by the law, may be pun- 
ished by imprisonment for three years, 
a fine of $3,000, or both. 

Police. Inspectors and Captains were 
ordered. by Commissioner Enright to see 
that every policeman gets a copy of the 
order, which also outlines the rights: of 
watchers.and the duties of officials, and 
that he be ordered to memorizé it -so 
that he will be fully familiar with these, 
rightg and duties and able to act on his 
own.initiative. 

, There' was amazement-in Police Head- 
quarters at the. manner in which Com- 
missioner Enright had detailed the duties 
of various election. officials and. the 
corresponding duty of the policemen to 
See that they perform. or are: permitted 
#6 pérform these duties: No such. drastic 
orders’ have beén issued bya Podlice 
Commissioner in the memory of men old 
in the departinent, and they said it in- 
dicated’ that’ Commissioner Enright ih- 
tended to do his utmost to see that the 
police’ properly safeguarded the ‘polls. 

Recollection: of ballots, being found in 
sewers and of watchers: being thrown 
out of polling places in the. last muni- 
cipal election led: Commissioner Enright 
to be specific ‘in Gutlining: the manner in 
which ballots must be handled, and the 
protection watchers must have to pre- 
vent them from being pushed or crowded 
away from the books, affidavits, chal 
Menge lists and other records of the poll- 
ing places, He points out that in cer- 
tain circumstances it is the duty of the 
police officer to act on his own initiative 
in calling infractions of: the law to the 
attention of the Board of Inspectors and 
to report to his precinct station house. 

Commissioner Enright’s Order. 

The order follows: 

“‘ Rights of watchers and duties of 
election~ officers. on election day (sup- 
plementary to general orders issued in 
connection with conduct of general elec- 
tion, Nov..7, 1922, and to be<read in 
connection therewith) : 

“ (a) Among other rights, duly quali- 
fied watchers on election day are. en- 
titled to the following: 

“1. To be behind the guard rail at 
least fifteen minutes™before the exami- 
nation of the ballot boxes at the open- 
ing of the polls, dnd to remain or return 
at any time up to the completion of the 
count and the delivery of the returns 
and election paraphernalia to the pdlice 
officers. (Election law, Section 1%, Sub- 
divisions 1 and 4). 

“2. To have the ballot box opened and 
exposed to view so that they can see 
that it is empty before the voting. be- 
gins at 6 A. M. (Election law, Sections 
194 and 196). 

“3. To have the unvoted ‘ballot ex- 
posed to view so that- their numbers 
can be verified at all times from before 
the opening of the polls until- the com+ 
pletion of. the count. (Inference from 
Election law, Section 197, and the duties 
of watchers and customs, also Penal 
law, Section 760, Subdivision 5). . 

“4. To have the registration. signature
